Militants gird for protests

“IT’S payback time!” 

This will be the theme of Monday's 
nationwide mass actions directed against 
President Macapagal-Arroyo by groups 
that had been allied with her at Edsa 2, 
but which have since expressed grave 
disappointment with her governance. 

The militant groups revved them- 
selves up yesterday in a People’s Sum- 
mit at the University of the Philippines 
Film Center, where they outlined a host 
of unmet demands from the Macapagal 
administration, including a P125 legi 
lated across-the-board wage hike. 

But in an indication that the groups" 
resentment toward Malacafiang had not 
yet reached the level of intensity it did 
during the ouster of President Joseph 
Estrada, there will no effigy burnings and 
anti-Macapagal jingles during the march, 
according to Teddy Casiño of Bayan. 

Casifio said “it will be an entirely di 
ferent story (ibang usapan na 'yan)” once 
that happened. 

Last good chance 

But Elmer Labog, secretary general 

of Kilusang Mayo Uno, hinted at more 


street unrest when he, said Ms 
Macapagal’s State of the Nation Ad- 
dress on Monday will be her “ast good 
chance... todo something beneficial for 
the workers and the people.” 

“Following the Sona, if the Macapagal 
government remains unmoved and in- 
considerate of workers’ demands, then it 
should watch out for bigger protests in 
the coming months that the labor sector 
will launch,” he said. 

Another summit speaker, party-list 
representative-elect Satur Ocampo of 
Bayan Muna, assailed the military for 
branding the upcoming mobilization as 
the handiwork of the communists meant 
to disrupt Ms Macapagal’s Sona, her 
first as President. 

‘Ocampo chided the Armed Forces 
for “wasting public funds” in coming 
up with another intelligence report link- 
ing the Communist Party of the Philip- 
pines to the Sona protests, 

“They rehash old press releases then 
say they're intelligence reports. This is 
the work of stupid and lazy people 
(trabahong bobo at tamad),” Ocampo 
said in his speech. 

He said the military was apparently 
showing off to the President who re- 

cently unveiled a package of ad- 
ditional benefits for soldiers and 
fattened the military's moderni- 
zation budget. 


Photo-ops 
Bayan Muna and other mili- 


tant organizations are pressing for a 
P125 legislated across-the-board wage 
increase and “concrete” anti-poverty 
measures that would go beyond “Presi- 
dential visits, photo-ops, dole-outs.” 

Yesterday's summit was a virtual re- 
fresher course on the gamut of issues to 
be raised during Monday's protests, in- 
cluding demands for genuine land reform, 
affordable education and social housing, 
and an end to globalization and privatiza- 
tion policies, labor contractualization and 
the demolition of squatters’ homes. 

Other issues expected to be raised 
are the perceived delays and media re- 
strictions attending the Estrada trial and 
the warrantless arrests being carried out 
by the military in Basilan in their hunt 
for the Abu Sayyaf.

Inside the halls of Congress, however, 
one group of new representatives will have 
to stand in the gallery if they want to hear 
what the President has to say. 

‘That's because a group of party-list win- 
ners have yet to be proclaimed by the Com- 
mission on Elections even as the 12th Con- 
gress opens on Monday. 

Rep. Etta Rosales of Akbayan said her 
fellow unprociaimed party-list representa- 
tives might just have to stand in the gallery.

ADMINISTRATION senators are looking to 
the President to break the impasse prevailing 
over the issue of the Senate presidency and 
the allocation of key posts and committee 
chairmanships. 

“The senators under the People Power Coa- 
fition, however, were set to meet last night for 
a final stab at hammering out an agreement on 
the issue. 

One key question to be resolved is the 
insistence of Sen.

A candidate for senate president needs a 
majority of 13 votes to clinch the leadership 
of the 24-member body. 

In a telephone interview with the IN- 
(QUIRER, Recto said that with the power-shar- 
ing issue resolved between Drilon and Sen. 
Renato Cayetano, the PPC could now count 
on the support of 12 senators, not including

Inevitable intervention 

In a separate interview, Cayetano said in- 
tervention by the President has become inevi- 
table 

“IF you fail to break a deadlock, you get 
someone you respect to make the decision for

Asked if he was referring to 
the President, he answered inthe affirmative 

IF the President fails to break the impasse, 
Cayetano said the matter should be decided 
with the "toss of a coin.”

This was confirmed by an administration 
senator who said there were reports opposi- 
tion Sen, Edgardo Angara has been wooing 
cousins Sergio Osmeta I and John Osmeña 
to join them. Both senators reportedly want to 
head the finance committee, 

"The senator also revealed that Sen. Loren 
Legarda was likely to get the post of Senate 
pro tempore, over neophyte Sen. Manuel 
Villar, 

The post was reportedly offered to 
Pimentel, who declined it saying he will con- 
tinue to count on the possibility that neither 
the administration nor the opposition blocs 
would get the 13 majority votes, thus ena- 
bring him to hold on to the Senate presidency- 

"The source also said there was increasing 
pressure on the PPC senators to accept John 
Osmefa into their fold since Drilon had prom- 
ised him the finance committee months ago. 

Drilon reportedly offered the post to 
Osmefa afer the later offered him his vote 
For Senate president.

Perjury raps 
against Erap 
amended anew

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FOR the third time, the Ombudsman has tried to 
ONLY 


amend the information in the perjury case it filed 
against former President Joseph Estrada, seeking to 
restore it to its original version. 

‘This third attempt to amend the charge sheet has 
prompted defense lawyers to “hold in abeyance” their 
‘motion seeking permission for Estrada and his co- 
accused son, Jinggoy, to retum to their homes to 
prepare for the pre-irial in the perjury case. 

“This latest attempt at an amendment could even 
Jead toa postponement of the Aug. 2 pre-trial, accord- 
ing to the defense lawyers. 

Inthe latest correction, the Ombudsman wams the initials 
“eg.” short for “for example,” restored in the information. 

“The original information filed on April 4 charged 
Estrada with perjury for filing an allegedly false State- 
ment of Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth (SALN). 

Estrada had allegedly claimed his net worth as of 
Dec. 31, 1999 was P35,862,739.97 and that he had 
holdings only in JELP Real Estate and Development 
Corp. JE. Inc. and Feluisa Dev. Corp., when he had 
“other various corporate holdings and connections e.g. 
SL. Peters Holding Co.; Erap Muslim Youth Foundation 
Inc.: Fountainbleu Inc.; Valhalla Resources Co.; Becks 
Resources Co.; KB Space Holdings Co.: Verdant Re- 
sources Co., and VFC Realty and Dev. Corp.” 

It also alleged that Estrada had PI.117 billion in 
bank accounts. 

“The information was first amended on May 15, 
when the prosecution deleted the portion alleging that 
Estrada had P1.117 billion in undeclared bank ac- 
counts and reduced the number of firms that he sup- 
posedly had interests in from eight to five. 

The prosecution also claimed that Estrada “had 
‘more than’ the P35.86 million that he had declared as 
his net worth in his 1999 SALN. 

‘On June 27, minutes before the arraignment of 
Estrada before the Sandiganbayan First Division, the 
coun “prodded the prosecution to further amend the 
amended information by removing the abbreviation 
“e.g” which appeared before the enumeration of the 
corporations stated therein, “as it ruled that examples 
should not be alleged in the informasion.”

THE TWO alleged members of the Alex 
Boncayao Brigade who were arrested in Quezon 
City Monday were released late Wednesday night 
after they posted bail of P280,000. 

The two—Danilo Singh and Rolando 
‘Marcelo—denied having anything to do with the 
ABB and said they were planning to file charges 
of illegal arrest and detention against the military 
authorities who arrested them. 

‘Singh posted P200,000 bail while Marcelo's 
bond was P80,000. They were charged with illegal 
possession of firearms, according to Ruel Garcia 
ofthe Sosyalistang Kilusang Manggagawa (SKM). 

“Singh and Marcelo are SKM organizers. They 
definitely have no links to pro-Erap supporters or 
any destabilization attempts. The SKM is planning 
a peaceful mobilization on Monday,” Garcia said. 

Army intelligence agents arrested Singh and 
Marcelo at a McDonaid’s restaurant near the 
Quezon Memorial Circle after they were accused 
of being involved in a destabilization attempt 
against the government to be carried out alleg- 
edly when President Macapagal-Arroyo delivers 
her first State of the Nation Address on July 23. 

Garcia said Singh and Marcelo were arrested 
without warrants. He said the two were also held 
for more than 24 hours before they were charged. 

Garcia said the first prosecutor to handle the 
case wanted it investigated further, but the chief 
prosecutor reportedly decided to file the charges 
in court Tuesday night. 

“They (Singh and Marcelo) are talking with 
our lawyers about filing charges of illegal arrest 
and detention against the military,” Garcia said. 

He said the SKM has also asked the Commis- 
sion on Human Rights to investigate the arrests. 


Haydee asks 2 
claimant groups 
to settle problem 


SHORTLY afier being called 10 act as intermediary 
between the two claimant groups, the Presidential Com- 
mission on Good Government urged the human rights 
victims to “settle their problem” among themselves. 

Newly appointed PCGG Chair Haydee Yorae said 
the problem of the claimants has a more serious root 
‘and could be solved only by the victims themselves. 

‘The PCGG separately met with the Samahan ng 
Ex-detainees Laban sa Detensyon at Para sa 
‘Amnestiya (Selda) led by Marie Hilso-Enriquez and 
the Claimants 1081 led by Akbayan Rep. Etia Rosales. 

Yorac said the PCGG could only try to get them 
together to talk among themselves and hopefully 
agree on the terms of a bill to be drafted by the 
PCGG for the indemnification of the claimants. 

“The problem is between themselves, but I think 
they should start talking. We can have’ continuous 
dialogue involving all parties about this,” Yorac said 
in her first press conference Wednesda 

‘The PCGG chair said it was legally impossible at 
this point to indemnify the claimants with a third of 
the $644-million escrow fund or the $35-million 
‘relma assets pending litigation in a US court. 

“I want to point out that the law organizing the 
PCGG also directs all financial and other recoveries 0 
the CARP (Comprehensive Agrarian Reform Program). 
‘And there are no two ways about that,” Yorac said. 
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Garcia said Singh and Marcelo were blind- 
folded when they were picked up outside the 
restaurant. When the blindfolds were removed, fw 
they found themselves in Fort Bonifacio, he said. 

“Their interrogators also slapped them in the FM 
head when they denied the charges against them,” 
Garcia said. 

He said Monday’s arrests were the latest in a 
“series of harassment moves” against the SKM, a 
breakaway group composed of the former mem- 
bers of Kilusang Mayo Uno and Sanlakas. 

Garcia said that in March 1999, SKM organ- 
izer Prudencio Bation was abducted while he 
was on his way to a meeting in Caloocan City. 
He remains missing despite efforts of the SKM 
and human rights activists to leam what hap- 
pened to him. 

Last year, 12 SKM members were arrested 
and accused of being ABB members, he said. 

“We don't even have ties with the ABB. We are 
a legal organization trying to propagate socialist 
answers to our country’s problems,” Garcia said. 

For its part, the Revolutionary Proletarian 
Army-Alex Boncayao Brigade (RPA-ABB) yes- 
terday disowned Singh and Marcelo. 

Carapali Lualhati, RPA-ABB commander, said 
in a statement the two used to be ABB members 
but were expelled three years ago with other mem- 
bers for alleged involvement in illegal activities. 

‘The ABB was then an urban hit squad of the 
New People’s Army. It was under the defunct Metro 
Manila Rizal Regional Party Committee of the Com- 
‘munist Party of the Philippines and was headed by 
Felimon Lagman, alias Ka Popoy, before it merged 
with the RPA in 1996, Lualhati said. 

‘The RPA-ABB was the military arm of the 
Rebolusyonaryong Partidong Manggagawa- 
Pilipinas (RPM-P) formed by rebel leaders who 
broke away from the CPP-NPA over ideological 
differences, he added. 
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‘This was the reaction 
of the militant group 
Sanlakas to the adminis- 
tation’s decision to sur- 
round Malacafiang with 
an electrical fence. 

“This (electrical 
fence) is a symbol of Ate 
Gho's alienation from the 
masses. If she is really 
sincere about helping the 
poor, why is she having 
nightmares about another 
assault of the masses on 
Malacanang. Mukhang 
guilty,” said Wilson 
Fortaleza, Sanlakas presi- 
dent. 

He said this only 
shows that the adminis- 
tration is in a heightened 
“state of paranoia.” 

But Fortaleza said 
that itis not the President 
who's the problem but 
the "system itself.” 

“It's not Gloria or 
Erap who's our problem. 
It's the system. The root 
of our poverty is globali- 
zation," he said. 

He noted that the slide 
of the peso during former 
President Estrada's re- 
gime continues under the 
new administration. 

‘Our problems were 
not solved when we had 
an actor as president 
Now we have an econo- 
mist as president, but 
many are still getting 
hungry. The same things 
are happening because 
the policies government 
is implementing have not 
changed.” Fortaleza said

Dozier recommended the 
alty after he found that De Vera 
committed “acts involving moral 
turpitude and dishonesty.” 

He said these acts were in viola- 
tion of Business and Professional 
Code Section 6106, “in that he re- 


ceived funds belonging to a client, 
hid their receipt from the client, put 
the funds in his own personal check- 
ing account and spent most of them 
for his own benefit without the con- 
sent (or knowledge) of the client.” 

De Vera also violated the Busi- 
ness and Professions Code Section 
6102 “in that his above-described 


ties as an attorney.” 

The recommendation was for- 
warded to the US Supreme Court re- 
view department. Before it could re- 
view the ruling, De Vera resigned as 
member of the State Bar, prompting 
the latter to terminate the proceedings. 

‘The US high court then accepted 
his resignation on Jan. 29, 1991.

C. Visayas now No. 1 
in dengue fever cases 


By NORMAN BORDADORA 


CENTRAL Visayas, with the increased clustering of 
dengue fever cases in Bacolod City and nearby ar- 
eas, has overtaken Metro Manila as the region with 
the most number of dengue infections nationwide. 

Repons reaching the DOH head office in Manila 
showed that Central Visayas has not only breached the 
1,000 mark in less than two weeks but has overtaken the 
‘tional capital region with 1,311 dengue fever cases. 

‘The cases in Central Visayas jumped to 400 in two 
weeks. The sudden increase is blamed on the uncon- 
trolled breeding of the Aedes egypti mosquito in stagnant 
pools of water left by the onslaught of monsoon rains. 

Mero Manila, the erstwhile most afflicted region, is still 
high in the rankings. Itis close second with 1,217 cases. 

In its news release regarding the increasing 
umber of dengue cases just last week, the DOH 
reported that there were only more than 900 cases in 
the Central Visayas. It was already a close second to 
Metro Manila, which then had only 1,099 cases. 

(On a nationwide scale, the DOH already has re- 
corded more than 5,000 dengue fever cases. An ad- 
ditional 10 patients have died since the DOH posted 
the death toll at 40 or so just two weeks ago. 

Ages of the cases ranged from one month to 74 


years, Majority (53 percent) of the cases were male. 
Most of the cases belonged tothe 1-9 years age group. 
Clustering of eases was noted in Malaria, Tala, 
Caloocan; Reparo Street, Bagong Barrio, Caloocan; 
Sapang Palay, San Jose del Monte, Bulacan; 
Pinagdantayan, Dolores, Quezon; Banego, 
Mandalagan, Taculing and Tangulo in Bacolod City. 
“Everybody should get involved in the ight against 
dengue,” Dayrit said, adding that local government 
units play a bigger role in sustaining its cleanup cam- 
paign in the school and in the communi 
‘According to the National Epidemiology Center, 
the reported outbreak in Zamboanga City is still on- 
going. However, the Department of Health assured 
that activities to contain the outbreak are being done 
by the local government and the city health office. 
To prevent cases, Dayrit urged local health authori- 
ties to conduct entomologic surveys to identify and de- 
stroy breeding sites of mosquitoes. The common breed- 
ing places of mosquitoes are flower vases; roof gutters, 
‘ld tres, coconut husks and empty cans and boules. 
“Based on the epidemiologic pattern of dengue, 
the DOH is expecting a big epidemic this year. It is 
only with being vigilant with cleanliness and in the 
destruction of breeding sites can we control the epi- 
demic," Dayrit concluded. 
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He said if ever the

Mahendra Madjilon, director ofthe 
ARMM Bureau of Public Information, 
denied knowing Asmawil and said the 
ammunition belonged to Misuari’s secu- 
rity men.

In Malacañang, President Macapagal- 
Arroyo's spokesperson Rigoberto Tiglao 
clarified that the raid was not directed at 
Misuari and was not an infringement on 
the peace agreement. 

Tiglao said the target of the raid was 
‘Asmawil’s shanty, which is located 100 
meters away from Misuat's house. 

He said the caretaker was suspected 
of selling guns and ammunition to the 
‘Abu Sayyaf.

Simeon Dizon said 
Misuari could not have possibly owned 
the ammunition. 

“Sariling kayod (This is the effort) of 
their caretaker who is involved in gun- 
running," Dizon told the INQUIRER. “In 
{aimess to Governor Misuari and his wife 
‘Tarhata, 1 believe they are not aware of 
their caretaker"s illegal activity.” 

Disrespect 

Madjilon told reporters in Cotabato 
City that Misuari was in Jolo, Sulu, at 
the time of the raid and that only his wife, 
their three children and two or three 
household help were at home when the 
police came. 

“(The raiders) were suspecting that 
‘Governor Misuari, a ranking government 
official, could be supporting the Abu 
Sayyaf, Madjilon said, adding: 

“This is a show of disrespect not only 
to Governor Misuari but also to the 
signed agreements on peace and cessa-

tion of hostilities: 

“Why raid the 
governor's house when 
they could have asked him 
for an ocular inspection, if 
they wanted to?” 

"The Associated Press 
quoted Gucella as saying 
thatthe raiding team did 
not enter Misua's home. 

Sill, AP reported that 
Misuari aide Jamasali 
Abdurahman described the 
raid a6“ blatant violation" 
ofthe peace agreement and 
“a slap on the face of the MNLF.” 

"Abdurahman szid he did not know the 
alleged gunrunner and denied thatthe 
ammunition was to supply the Abu 
Sayyaf, which he called an “enemy” of 
the MNLF. 

‘According to Tiglao, Misuari and his 
wife probably did not know of 
AAsmawil’s gunrunning activities. 

He said the police leamed that the gov- 
emor and his wife had not been using the 
house in the compound for some time 

"The police have no suspicion (that 
Misuari had something to do with gun- 
running). Maybe he doesn't know that 
his caretaker had put one over him,” 
Tiglao said. 

'Tiglao also aired the assurance that 
the raid was not politically motivated. 

“We believe he should not worry that 
there is any move against him. This is a 
purely police operation properly secured 
by a search warrant, and the evidence is 
there,” Tiglao said. 

He also said the President's peace 
adviser Eduardo Ermita was trying to 
locate Misuari to explain the raid. 

‘At a news conference yesterday af- 
temoon, Justice Secretary Hernando 
Perez said he had not yet received offi- 
cial communication regarding the raid. 

Perez said he had heard about the raid 
‘only from informal sources. 

No disarming 

Under the 1996 peace agreement, the 
MNLF was not obliged to immediately 
lay down its arms. 

ie snill has military style camps. al- 
though about 1,000 of is fighters have 
been integrated into the police and mil 
tary. 

'Asmawil is not listed among those 
integrated fighters or as a member of 
Misuari" security detail, Tigla said. 

“With the volume of ammunition found 
there, it really looks like the shanty was 
being used as a gunrunning point,” he said. 

TTiglao dismissed a supposed state- 
ment made by Misuas's men that the raid 
had awakened a “sleeping giant.” 

“Tm afraid some of Misuari's assi 
tants are prone to making exaggerate 
claims, which they later backtrack on, 
Tiglao said, adding: 

"One assistant claimed they would 
declare an Islamic republic and after- 
wards Misuari denied he ever said that” 

Despite the peace agreement, soldiers 
have clashed in recent weeks with MNLF 
members in Basilan, where 5,000 troops 
are hunting the Abu Sayyaf. 

Earlier, the military said that the ban- 
dits had in the past fled into MNLF ter- 
ritory in Basilan to escape pursuing 
troops.

myriad of negative effects, yet (if) can be fun and 
educational —if children watch the right pro- 
grams, at appropriate times and with parents’ in- 
volvernent,” said Terrel Hill, Unicef representa- 
tive in the Philippines. 

‘Among those which landed on Unicefs list 
highly recommended programs were “Mathtinik, 
“Sineskwela,” “Pahina,” "Hiraya Manawari,” 
“Wansapanataym” and "Bayani," all of which are be- 
ing sired by ABS-CBN. 

‘Unicef also gave its approval on the multi-awarded 
“5 and Up,” “Sesame Street” and "Batang Bati 
(GMA-7); “Animal Show” (ABC); and “Barney and 
Friends” (RPN). 

‘The research was undertaken by Prof. Andres 
Sevilla of the UP College of Mass Communication 
and two of his students, Antonio Jesus Pagaduan and 
Deejay Cromwell Sanqui, from May to June last year. 

The research also cited 13 other programs, which 
were considered appropriate for children, but were 
found to have “low production values and language 
accessibility.” 

“Just because a TV program is wholesome does 
not mean it has to be boring and dry,” said the Parents 
Guide to Kiddie TV Viewing. 

Itsaid a program must capture and hold the atten- 
tion of children, have varying paces, draw content from 
diverse sources, use sound and visual effects not harm- 
ful to children, and use ingenious and attractive props. 

Bonus points were given to locally produced pro- 
grams that use Filipino as their medium for instruc- 
tion. Mexican telenovelas and Japanese cartoons got 
the researchers’ disapproval. 

Dubbing creates confusion 

“Foreign canned TV programs that are dubbed in 
the local language create confusion especially among 
young viewers,” the Unicef TV guide said. 

“Children can get the wrong impression of the com- 
patibility of actual language use and the characters’ 
Physical features if they see foreign-looking actors 
speaking in Filipino ... much more so when they see 
the mouth movemenis of the characters not matching. 
the sound of the words spoken,” the guide said. 

‘These programs are “Open Sesame,” “Koko Kwik 
Kwak” and “Chikiting Patrol” (GMA-7); "Penpen de 
Sarapen,” “Sports 4 Kids” and “Beakman’s World” 
(RPN-9}; “Timmy the Tooth” and “Gumby” (ABC- 
5}; “Pico Pico Pong” and “Smart Aleck.” “Fun with 
Math," and “Sports Kids” (PTV-4). and, “Happy Kung 
Healthy” and “Yes 2 Kids” (IBC-13) 

“Parents and kids can work together to maximize 
effective and useful television programs. Guiding chil- 
dren in their TV-viewing habits will ensure that chil- 
dren get the most out of television, while minimizing 


any possible harmful effects," the guide ssid. 
Limit viewing 

Still, Unicef reiterated the need to limit TV view- 
ing o less than three hours daily. 

High exposure to the black box has negative ef- 
fects on children, which include health problems such 
as obesity and early alcohol and drug use, lower 
Brades. poor reading skills and language development, 
And limited imagination or creativity, according to the 
guide. 

“Two episodes of each program were viewed and 
evaluated based on a criteria developed with the par- 
ticipation ofthe children themselves 

‘Among the criteria were appropriateness to chil- 
dren, promotion of positive values, absence of gratu- 
itous sex and violence, visual appeal, use of appropri- 
ate language, cautious use and treatment of themes and 
issues, realism, parental involvement and justification 
for adult influence 

The programs were also evaluated on whether they 
invited active viewer participation and allowed feed- 
back. 

‘Asie from the list of recommended programs, the 
Unicef TV guide provides valuable information for 
parents, educators, media producers and other child 
Caregivers, 

Te gave tips for maximizing TV, coping with TV 
commercials, choosing the right toys for children and 
working with household help to regulate TV use, and 
discussed the impact of entertainment violence on 
children.

Crying wolf 


RESIDENT Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo is trying her 
P= to reach out to the masa that her deposed 
predecessor, Joseph Estrada, once held in thrall. 
Those visits to depressed communities, the “Gloria 
Labandera” gimmick and the more recent jobs for urban 
youth program are part of Ms Macapagal’s makeover to 
= “Ate Glo,” a President who cares 
for the poor as much as, if not even 
more than, Erap. And she seems to 
be succeeding, according to recent nationwide surveys 
showing her gaining greater acceptability approval among 
Estrada's constituency, especially the urban poor. 

But can the poor reach out to her? That has never been 
easy, and it is getting tougher by the day. One of these days, 
in fact, no one may touch even the gates of Malacaiiang 
without receiving a shock—literally. Workers have wired 
the metal gates and fences around the Palace so that anyone 
who gets in contact with them will get an electric shock. It 
won't get anyone electrocuted, Presidential Spokesperson 
Rigoberto Tiglao said, but the voltage is strong enough to 
discourage anyone from climbing over the fence, which is 
what it is intended to do. 

‘The new security measure was put in place soon after 
thousands of Estrada supporters stormed the gates of 
Malacafiang last May 1 and almost took over the seat of 
power. The idea is to make it unnecessary for Palace 
security men to shoot down anti-government demonstrators 
who might scale the fence, Tiglao said. 

Of course, the Palace must be defended and the safety of 
the President must be secured at all cost. But why do we get 
the feeling that paranoia has set in and a siege mentality has 
settled upon the administration? It is not only because of all 
those barbed wires scattered on the streets leading to 
Malacafiang or those ugly containers ready for use as 
barricades (which are being replaced by metal gates). Rather 
itis because of so many scary announcements coming from 
Malacañang itself. In the last two months, we have heard top 
administration officials, including the President herself, 
warning about: 

© Destabilization plots being hatched by opposition 
leaders as well as police and military officers loyal to 
Estrada. 

‘© Massive urban poor demonstrations during Estrada’s 
arraignment on charges of plunder, perjury and other crimes. 

© An Abu Sayyaf plot to bomb parts of Metro Manila. 

© The arrival of a hitman sent by international terrorist 
Osamabin Ladentobomb Israeli and American installations. 

Not that we would rather that the administration was 
proven right about these warnings, but what were all these 
dire disclosures for? We know Ms Macapagal promised 
transparency in government transactions, but this is carrying 
candor too far. 

If all that the administration wanted was to warn the 
plotters by signaling that the authorities knew what they 
‘were up to, there are other effective ways of doing so. Better 
still, the authorities should have simply rounded them up 
and put them behind bars. In going public with these scary 
scenarios, what the administration has achieved is to make 
an already worried people more fearful and insecure. 
Ordinary people can’t feel secure in their homes when 
officials around the President think she isn’t completely 
safe unless she is cloistered in the Palace. 

Fear, whether real or imagined, can immobilize people. 
This is one of the reasons things aren’t moving in this 
country. Already tourists aren’t coming for fear of being 
kidnapped. Falling economic indicators are making 
businessmen wary of expansion or going into new ventures. 
‘And the government isn’t helping ease the worries and 
apprehensions by revealing destabilization plots and 
potential violence. 

‘The last time the boy cried wolf, nobody listened. When 
the administration cries wolf everybody listens and feels 
scared. Both times the result has been disaster. 
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Secretary Roxas, don’t be fooled by cement cartel 


ATTENTION President Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo and 
Housing Secretary Michael Defensor: Your poverty 
alleviation program and low-cost housing plan will 
both go bust if Trade Secretary Mar Roxas succumbs 
to pressure from or is fooled by the foreign-owned 
‘cement cartel to raise the tariff on imported cement. 
‘The price of cement, imported or not, will surely shoot 
up and the cost of housing units for the poor will also 
shoot up. Up to 70 percent of the cost of mass housing 
units is for cement. The cost of government infra- 
structure projects such as roads, bridges and schools, 
will also rise and contracts with private contractors 
will have to be adjusted upwards. 

Even if Roxas plays cute and passes the buck tothe 
Tariff Commission “for study.” the price of cement, now 
at PI34 per bag, will immediately go up to P200 per bag 
because the Bureau of Import Services (BIS) shall im- 
[pose a deposit from the importers equal to the 50-per- 
‘cent tariff requested while the case is being heard 

‘The cement cartel, composed of three of the big- 
gest foreign cement companies in the world and which 
now monopolizes the Philippine cement industry, has 
been lobbying the DTI for alleged “safeguards” to pro- 
tect it from foreign competition. 

‘These safeguards, as proposed by the Philippine 
‘Cement Manufacturer's Corp. (Philcemcor), will take 
the form of: 

1. A S0 percent tariff on imported cement on top of 
the present 5 percent. 

2. An import quota of 173,444 bags this year, in- 
creasing at the rate of $ percent each year for the next 
three years, 

‘The Philippine Contractors Association (PCA) is 
‘opposing it “because it would increase the cost of con- 
struction and this would eventually result in economic 
upheaval, political unrest and serious injury not only 
tothe construction industry but to the government and 
the public in general.” The most badly hit would be 
the government's bridge and road projects and its mass 
housing program, the PCA said. Up to 70 percent of 
the cost of low-cost housing units is in the form of 
‘cement. Vertical construction (meaning tall buildings) 
{goes to cement; the biggest expense is for steel and 
finishing materials. 

‘The contractors, since most of them construct build- 
ings, and are paid on percentage of the total cost, would 
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not be hurt as badly as the public. If the cost of a con- 
struction goes up because of higher prices of cement, 
the contractors would get a bigger share because they 
eam on percentage basis. 

But the most badly hurt would be the poor and the 
middle class: their homes would cost more; most of 
them may not be able to afford a home anymore. 
Hence, the Filipino masses wduld be adversely affected 
by a wrong or selfish decision by Roxas. 

AJl for what? So that the cement cartel, all mem- 
bers of whom are foreign-owned, will continue to 
monopolize the local cement industry, manipulate 
prices and squeeze the blood out of Filipino consum- 
ers. The Philcemcor claims that the cement imports 
have seriously hurt it and that it may close down and 
throw workers out of jobs. It also claims that the de- 
‘mand for local cement dropped significantly because 
of the import. 

‘A big lie. An analysis of the data submitted by the 
Philcemcor revealed that at the current price of P134 
per bag, its net profit amounted to P9 billion. Even 
after deducting its claimed deficits of P4.8 billion, it 
is still left with a profit of P5.2 billion. And imported 
cement is only 10 percent of the local supply. 

Data from 1998 to 2000 show that prices of local 
‘cement continued to rise from an average of P45 per 
bag in the last quarter of 1998 to P118 in the first quar- 
ter of 2000. To stabilize prices, the PCA intervened 
by encouraging importation. With imported cement 
in the market, the prices of local cement stabilized at 
P100 per bag although there were gradual increases. 
‘The price of local cement is now P134 per bag. 

Importation is being resorted to only to stabilize 
the prices of local manufacturers who take advantage 
of Filipino consumers. While the cement cartel is sell- 
ing its cement locally at P134 per bag, itis exporting 
the same cement at an average of US$20 per metric 


ton, or P35 per bag. If the local manufacturers are ex- 
porting the same quality of cement at a very low price, 
‘why can’t they sell cement to Filipino consumers at 
the same price and avert importation? The cement is 
mined tnd processed here, but Filipinos are made to 
pay more than those in other, more affluent countries. 

“The reason is that the cement cartel is dumping its 
cement in other countries, the same crime that it ac- 

competitors of committing, 

That's not all. Local manufacturers and some im- 
porters have conspired to cheat the government and 
the Filipino consumers. In one case, the importers of 
‘Taiwan cement will be supplied with cement by a lo- 
cal manufacturer at the landed cost of imported ce- 
ment. The importer will then put it in bags of a Tai 
wan cement company and will pass it off as “imported. 
‘The importer makes the same profit and the local manu- 
facturer increases its sales. 

In the second case, an importer of Japanese cement 
puts the product in bags of a local cement company 
‘and sells it at the higher price of local cement. He makes 
a bigger profit and the price of the local cement is not 
undercut. 

Here's another dirty trick, Contractors in the Visayas 
were able to buy cement from an Indonesian company 
at P90 a bag duty-free. The Indonesian company was 
approached by a member of the cartel and it offered to 
buy the company. That's what they did to control the 
Philippine cement industry. Local cement companies 
were all Filipino-owned until cartel members started 
buying them out. The first to sell out was Rizal Cement 
four years ago. At that time, cement was at P9O a bag. 
The demand for cement was going down because of 
Jack of construction projects. The price of cement went 
down to P70 a bag. The giant foreign company could 
reduce prices here because they were making billions 
around the world, All of a sudden, Apo Cement was 
sold when the price was at P70. When Apo went into 
production, cement price was reduced to P60 a bag. All 
the other cement companies started losing money. And 
Jo and behold, except for Northern Cement, all the Fi 
pino-owned cement companies were swallowed by the 
foreign giants. Now that they control the market, ce- 
‘ment prices are going up. But the unkindest cut is that 
the remaining Filipino company is following the high 
prices of the foreign cartel, 


Rediscovered prayer 


IN MY mind, I can still vividly hear the 
mellifluous Latin of the daily masses of my grade 
school years. “Introibo ad altare Dei,” the priest- 
celebrant would intone as he knelt for prayers at 
the foot of the altar: “I shall go before the altar of 
God.” And we would respond in the same ancient 
and mystical tongue, answering “To God, who 
brings joy to my youth.” Which He did. 

Although occasionally better remembered 
than it was lived, that time past tingles with pag- 
ceantry and incense in the richness of memory and 
added gold to the sunset years of my childhood. 

‘The chapels and the playing fields of our youth 
remind us of a time when everything was before 
us, when all was possible and we operaied on 
the Archimedian principle: Give me a place to 
stand and I will move the world. For better or 
‘worse, from Vietnam through the computer age, 
that is what the Baby Boomer generation did. 

Asif fulfilling some unexplainable need, I one 
day asked an old friend if he could find me a 
copy of a childhood poem to Our Lady, once 
‘memorized, now mostly forgotten. A few months 
later, he gifted me with a book of prayers. Tucked 
in like a remembrance itching to get out was a 
xeroxed, one-page copy of “To Our Lady” by 
Mary Dixon Thayer. 

Thad remembered the piece from my elocu- 
tion days of Chocolait and shorts. We would take 
tums onstage, emoting for all it was worth, 
coached by our teachers to dramatically pause 
or gesticulate, even cracking our voices now and 
then in an often futile attempt to coax medals 
from the judges while our parents looked proudly 
upon us from the stands. “Lovely Lady dressed 
inblue, teach me how to pray. God was just your 
little Boy, and you know the wa 

‘What wonderful childlike questions the poem 
would ask, just like the questions children now 
ask their confounded parents: Why do butter- 
flies have wings? Why are trees tall? Why do 
we have two ears but only one mouth? And the 
child in the poem asks Our Lady: Do the angel's 
wings make a noise? Do you really think He 
cares if 1 tell Him things, little things that hap- 
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pen? O, and did He cry? 

In the fulsome pride of young adulthood, I 
may have been once been embarrassed by the 
memory. But no longer. The poem was a gentle 
gift of faith to a parched soul. It was the night I 
rediscovered the rosary I had left untouched since 
youth and the night I resumed through it, after 
Jong lost years, the conversation I had held with 
Our Lady when I was a child. 

Throughout adulthood, I would find prayers 
hidden away in many secular places. As I read 
‘Taylor Caldwell’s telling of the life of St. Luke, 
“Dear and Glorious Physician,” I came across 
the Magnificat. 1 watched the movie “The Car- 
dinal” and was haunted by the theme song which 
begins “Should my heart not be humble, should 
my eyes fail to see, should my feet sometimes 


* stumble on the way, stay with me.” 


I went through Arthur Hailey’s novel on the 
banking system, “The Moneychangers.” One 
character in an act of desperation prays the 
Memorare of St. Bernard of Clairvaux: “Re- 
member, O most gracious Virgin Mary, that 
never was it known that anyone who fled to your 
protection, implored your help, or sought your 
intercession was left unaided. Inspired with this 
confidence, I fly unto you, O Virgin of virgins, 
my Mother...” And speaking to the Virgin is 
only a waystop. Our final destination lies be- 
yond. 

‘There is something both joyous and embar- 
rassing about recounting all this. But the embar- 
rassment does not lie as it once did in talking 
about the spiritual content. Rather, prayer has 
always been a very private thing to me, some- 
thing I have been more comfortable with when 


alone. 1 have always remembered the Publican 
who knelt behind at the Temple acknowledging 
his sins while he humbly begged the Lord for 
forgiveness. Heaven knows I have more sins than 
the Publican, 

But there is also the sin of pride. It i$ difficult 
to bare your soul to your brethren publicly. 1 am 
likewise careful of the lessons of history, of how 
faith has been perverted towards unworthy ends, 
of how mass hysteria produced the Spanish In- 
quisition and the witch burnings in Salem, of how 
intolerance forced Galileo to recant, and of the 
embezzled wealth of false prophets and huck- 
sters. If we do not take care, the devil can pro- 
duce evil from good. Finally, I am awed by the 
simple faith of others and am wary to judge the 
individual soul, my own excepted. So I prefer 
the solitary prayer. 

‘Still, whether in the silence of meditation or 
in communal aspiration, what a wonderful thing 
prayer is, especially the sweet ones of our child- 
hood. I listen with thirsty ear for the Prayer of 
‘St. Francis: “For itis in giving that we receive; it 
is in pardoning that we are pardoned; and itis in 
dying that we are born to eternal life. 

St. Ignatius of Loyola’s prayer anticipates the 
words of the “Impossible Dream” by five centu- 
ries: “Teach us Lord to serve you as you deserve; 
to give and not to count the cost; to fight and not 
to heed the wounds; to toil and not to seek rest; 
to labor and not ask for any reward...” Lovely 
Lady dressed in blue, teach me how to pray. 

‘These longings constitute what we want to be, 
not what we are. Our prayers are always too ad- 
vanced of our human frailties. Still, there is a 
place for defining our aspirations, even amidst 
the daily humdrum of life. In times of trouble, 
prayer lifts our spirits. In times of celebration, it 
permits us to give thanks. In times of need, it 
brings us together and provides us hope. It 
teaches patience, forbearance, kindness, mercy, 
justice and love. It reminds us of who we are, 
why we are here, where we came from and where 
we are going. Twenty centuries after Christ's 
birth, we are all still learning how to pray. 
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The gloom in the MBC survey 


‘THE MAKATI Business Club released on Wed- 
nesday its business outlook survey covering the 
first half of 2001 and of the Macapagal ad- 
ministration, The survey unveiled a horizon of. 
gloom that erased the euphoric outlook generated 
by the change of government on Jan. 20. 

‘The grim outlook came in the run-up to Presi- 
dent Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo's first State of the 
Nation Address (Sona) on Monday, at which she 
is expected to announce initiatives intended to 
unlock the dynamo of economic recovery. The 
address is set against the larger background of 
the Argentinian economic meltdown or Latin 
‘American syndrome, the growth slowdown of the 
industrial economies and, more significantly, the 
contraction of Singapore's economy, which is one 
of the strongest economies in Southeast Asia. 

‘The MBC’s survey reveals as much about the 
attitudes and mood of big business as it does the 
shortfalls of the Macapagal administration. One 
of the highlights of the survey is that 71 percent 
of business executives expect the GDP growth 
this year to be lower than last year’s 4 percent. 
In stark contrast, an MBC survey conducted in 
January showed that 65.9 percent expected 
growth to be higher than last year’s. The outlook 
‘was, however, dimmer under deposed President 
Estrada. In a survey during the last two weeks of 
his administration, 85.3 percent expected growth 
to be worse than that in 2001. 

Other highlights are (1) 83.4 percent expect 
further depreciation of the peso exchange rate 
against the US dollar; (2) 78.1 percent expect in- 
flation rate to rise (it's now 6.7 percent, from 4.4 
percent in 2000). The majority of executives ex- 
pect investments, exports and imports to be lower 
this year than those of last year, a complete rever- 
sal of their expectations in January. Two-thirds 
expect investments to dectine in 2001. In January, 
81.7 percent expected investment to increase. 

'A message to the Macapagal administration 
is that 54.3 percent indicated that the govern- 
ment’s economic agenda was not clear to them. 
‘This finding reflects either a communication fail- 
ure on the part of the administration or lack of an 
agenda. 

‘The survey, however, fails to explain the cause 
of the evaporation of the euphoria flowing from 
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the January transfer of power. The drastic change 

outlook stands against the findings recogniz- 
ing positive developments since President 
Macapagal took office. These positive signs rec- 
ognize measures on good governance (21.8 per- 
cent); restoration of business confidence, cred- 
ible leadership and competence and good work 
ethic of key government officials (19.9 percent 
each). 

During the last months of the Estrada admin- 
istration, the MBC pointed to bad governance 
and corruption as the main causes of the plunge 
of confidence in Estrada's presidency. Now that 
the businessmen concede an improvement of 
govemance, honesty in government and compe- 
tence and work ethic, that change does not seem 
enough to make them optimistic. Sometimes, we 
don’t know what will make them happy. 

The businessmen have shifting standards in 
‘measuring what deserves their confidence. They 
have pinpointed peace and order as the most im- 
portant issue that should be resolved in the next six 
months. An unprecedented 100 percent cited this 
issue. Their basis is the Abu Sayyaf abduction at 
Dos Palmas and their perception that holdups and 
kidnappings have increased in Metro Manila. 

In the first week of July, the Business Confi- 
dence Index was reported to have plunged 18 
index points to 94.1 index points in June. The 
June BCI pulled the BCI below the 100-point 
benchmark for the first time this year—during 
te Macapagal administration. 

‘The MBC and the Employers Confederation 
of the Philippines were quick to blame the 
government's perceived incapacity to bring toan 
early end the Abu Sayyaf abduction and the 
Manila kidnappings. MBC executive director 
Guillermo Luz said: “the government has got to 
do a lot more. We need to see action, not state- 


New book about WWII atrocities offered to Japan 


WASHINGTON—Japan has an opportunity to 
dispel recent complaints that it has whitewashed 
accounts of atrocities committed by its troops 
during World War I, this time by supporting the 
publication of a best-selling book about the 
savage treatment of US prisoners. 

“Ghost Soldiers,” by author Hampton Sides, 
tells of a spectacular rescue by US Army rangers 
of 513 sickly prisoners from a camp in the Phil- 
ippines before they could be killed by a back- 
pedaling, enraged Japanese army. 

Tt is a well-documented account of three years 
of the POWs’ will to survive torture, jungle dis- 
‘ease, starvation, squalor and feelings of abandon- 
ment. As the plot unfolds, Sides builds narrative 
tension by shifting between scenes of the un- 
knowing prisoners to the rangers creeping 
through tall grass toward a synchronized, explo- 
sive break-in, 

‘The lightning raid succeeded brilliantly, with 
the loss of only two of the 151 rangers and no 
prisoners. 

Within three weeks of publication the book 
shot to No. 2 on The New York Times bestseller 
list and remains near the top. It also quickly re- 
ceived publishing rights in Germany, Italy, Ko- 
rea and the United Kingdom. 

But in Japan, where it is being reviewed by 
several publishers, it has been rejected by one 
that said—in an elliptical way, according to 
Sides- that it sensed an uncertain market for the 

ool 

Sides is confident another firm will print it 

“T think it's important for the book to be pub- 
lished in Japan, and I think it will, though it may 
not be widely read,” he said in an interview. “It’s 
a cruel and gruesome book and the Japanese don’t 
look particularly good...so as popular entertain- 
ment I don't think it will sell in huge numbers. 
But maybe I'm wrong.” 

‘There is a very public tug-of-war in Japan to- 
day between intellectuals and internationalists 
‘who want Japan to own up to savage incidents 
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by its army, and nationalists and bureaucrats who 
seek to protect the national psyche, and especially 
schoolchildren, from bruising revelations. 

In early July, Japan refused to revise a history 
textbook that the South Korean and Chinese gov- 
ernments said whitewashed Tokyo's wartime 
atrocities. And in the Japanese version of the Walt 
Disney Co. film “Pearl Harbor,” racial epithets 
and quotes by US soldiers deemed too cocky for 
the war's losers were deleted. 

In 1997, Iris Chang's acclaimed book “The 
Rape of Nanking,” a scathing account of the 
Imperial Japanese Army’s invasion of China in 
1937, did not appear in Japan. A prospective 
publisher there requested several changes but 
Chang declined to make them. 

‘Chang, who praises “Ghost Soldiers” on the 
dust jacket, told Reuters that Japanese publish- 
ers are intimidated from releasing critical books. 

“I think the right-wing assaults on the Japa- 
nese publishing houses have sent a chill across 
the entire industry,” she said in an e-mail ex- 
change, noting 2 May 1999 incident in which a 
fanatic wielding a baseball bat trashed the’of- 
fices of a publisher who had printed the diary of 
a Japanese veteran of the Nanking massacre. 

‘As “Ghost Soldiers” shows, massacres oc- 
curred in the Philippines, too. The book graphi- 
cally details how in December 1944, the Japa- 
nese ordered 150 Americans at a small POW 
‘camp into cramped air raid pits, sloshed aviation 
fuel into the pits and sêt the huddled men ablaze. 
‘Those who staggered out were bayoneted, be- 
headed or shot. 


meats. Part of the problem is really confidence, 
not economic considerations.” 

Once the Abu Sayyaf is neutralized and the 
kidnap gangs are sent on the run, it is not certain 
whether the Makati big businesses will find 
other reason to explain why they are pessimistic 
about the economic outlook. It’s hard to please 
them. We have heard often enough—to the point 
of being repetitive—that government has the re- 
sponsibility of creating a political and economic 
environment which gives private business the in- 
centives to do business. 

‘That may be true, but big businesses might 
find it useful to examine themselves if they con- 
tinue to be afflicted by the protectionist syn- 
drome—i.e., they expect government to offer in- 
centives on a golden tray—before they loosen 
their purse strings. Big busipess often likes to 
make us believe it is the engine of Filipino capi- 
talism, but it would seem that it can’t shed the 
greenhouse syndrome that has afflicted its men- 
tality deriving from the protectionism of the 
1960s. For example, the Filipino contractors have 
complained that stiff international standards on 
bidding for infrastructure are putting them at a 
disadvantage against foreign bidders. 

‘Well, if they can’t be competitive, why stay 
in business? The public pays heavily for subsid- 
ing non-competitive companies through protec- 
tionist measures. The public gets defective in- 
frastructure. 

‘The symptoms of Filipino business wanting 
to be pampered by government are still abun- 
dant in the third millennium. 

One silver lining in the MBC survey is that 
among the country’s public institutions, the Su- 
preme Court has maintained its No. 1 ranking of 
satisfaction from the business executives. In 
January, during the last three weeks of Estrada's 
presidency. its satisfaction rating peaked at 71.5 
percent, in the aftermath of the impeachment trial. 
In July, the net rating went down to 53 percent 
Its rating was obviously dragged down by the 
dissipation of the January euphoria which raised 
unrealistic expectations that the removal of 
Estrada would also translate into quick fixes in 
the economy and law and order. 


Still, several escaped, and when details of the 
atrocity reached US Army intelligence, a secret 
raid was mounted to rescue prisoners at 
Cabanatuan, the largest camp ever established for 
US POWs on foreign soil. 

‘The 513 prisoners at Cabanatuan were the last 
of the 22,000 Americans who had surrendered— 
along with 70,000 Filipino troops—three years 
earlier after the fail of Bataan and Corregidor. 
‘Many of the 513 had been on the infamous Bataan 
death march in 1942, when 750 Americans died 
from starvation, disease or outright murder while 
tramping 75 miles to captivity. 

Of those 22,000 Americans POWs, 10,650 
were dead three years later. At Cabanatuan were 
the dregs of the prison population, too sick and 
weak to be shipped to Japan or elsewhere in the 
empire to work as stevedores or coal miners. 

In addition to telling of the inhumane treat- 
‘ment, Sides fair-mindedly explores the Japanese 
‘mentality that led to such cruelty. 

In Japan, he explains, a soldier who surren- 
dered lost all honor and shamed his family, and 
this belief underpinned the brutal treatment of 
Allied prisoners, who too were seen to be with- 
‘out honor. And in the Japanese Army, beatings 
were a method of discipline, and when the low- 
liest enlisted man suddenly found himself a su- 
perior among helpless prisoners, the temptation 
to brutalize them proved irresistible. 

These atrocities occurred despite instructions 
from Lt. Gen. Masaharu Homma, the Japanese 
officer in charge of The, Philippines, to handle 
the Americans and Filipino captives “with a 
friendly spirit” in accordance with the Geneva 
Convention. Yet Homma was convicted and ex- 
cuted as “The Beast of Bataan” after the war 
for his army's butchery. 

Sides spent several days as the guest in Japan 
of Masahiko Homma, the general's son, reading 
the general's war correspondence and journal. He 
feels ambivalent, he said, about the general's 
guil Reuters 


War’s toll on cultural artifacts 


describe the wholesale destruction of Philippine 
cultural treasures during World War Il The National 
Library, National Archives, National Museum and 

„even the University of the Philippines library were 
all destroyed—and whatever materials survived were 
kept elsewhere. For example, the Rizal manuscripts 
were reportedly Kept in a steel vault in the Manila 
City Hall. If these were in the library, the present 
National Museum building, these would have been 
Jost. Many private collections were also dispersed 
due to the Battle for Manila in 1945 or the looting 
that accompanied it. Looking at the pictures in the 
Zoilo Galang “Encyclopedia of the Philippines” 
makes me wonder whether all the unlocated pieces 
of art were actually destroyed. Were some pieces 
looted to surface one of these days? 

Researching on archaeological finds in the con- 
tested Jardin Botanico area in downtown Manila, 1 
had to go through the writings of the pioneering an- 
thropologist, H. Otley Beyer, whose papers and li- 
brary are now in the National Library of Australia. 
Why the Philippine government did not raise funds 
to match the Australian offer and keep the Beyer 
papers in the country is another question useless to 
answer today. Beyer was a compulsive but system- 
atic collector who specialized in anything and ev- 
cexything on the Phifippines—books, maps, prints and 
‘manuscripts. You name it, he had it. Although he did 
not invest time and money on at like paintings, sculp- 
ture, santo, the much-prized objects of desire of 
today’s collectors. Instead, Beyer built a collection 
of Philippine archaeological and anthropological ar- 
tifacts whose number staggers the imagination. 

Prior to 1925, Beyer collected materials for the 
University of the Philippines Anthropology Depart- 
‘ment, the National Museum, as well as his own per- 
sonal collection. In time nobody seemed to know, 
except Beyer of course, which items were owned 
by the government and which were Beyer's per- 
sonal property a he often bought items from his 


own funds and got reimbursed later. For example, 
his archaeological survey of Rizal province resulted 
infive years of collecting that yielded over 200,000 
cataloged specimens housed in four rented bodegas 
on Nebraska Street in Manila. The uncatalogued 
items were surely much more. All expenses were 
advanced by Beyer. 

From 1932-1937, Beyer was busy excavating 
archaeological sites in Batangas raising his collec- 
tion to half a million specimens! During the war, 
Beyer befriended a Japanese anthropologist who 
secured his collection against looting by the Japa- 
nese soldiers and Beyer, an American citizen, was 
allowed to continue his work unhampered until the 
close of the war when he was imprisoned in the 
University of Santo Tomas. Despite the destruction 
of the war and the Battle for Manila, Beyer was 
able to recover a portion of his collection. 500,000 
archacological specimens he classified as follows: 
Paleolithic and Mesolithic, 10 percent; Neolithic 
(Early, 5 percent; Middle and Late, 18 percent), 23 
Percent; Bronze and Copper Age, 2 percent; Pre- 
historic Iron Age, 20 percent; Pre-Spanish Porce- 
lain Age, 35 percent; Spanish Period and Histori- 
cal Age, 10 percent. 

His surviving manuscripts were 60 mss on Phil- 
ippine archeology in 6 volumes; Philippine tektites, 
25 mss in 2 volumes; Batangas Archeological Sur- 
Yey, 30 mss in 10 volumes; Pugad Babuy Catalogue, 
20 mss in 8 volumes. Before the war, Beyer had 
completed a two-volume work on Southeast Asian 


and Chinese Ceramic Wares found in the Philip- 
pines (800 typed pages plus 200 plates) and a fairly 
complete review of Philippine archaeology to 1940, 
listing practically all important sites. He published 
an Outline Review of Philippine archaeology but 
the work on ceramics has yet to be uncovered. I 
have a copy of a 1930s typescript on ceramics by 
Beyer that only runs to 300 pages. Where is the 
rest? 

In 1953, Beyer was advised to retire from active 
teaching in UP and assume emeritus status and it 
was then that he started to worry about the fate of 
all his collections. His friend, E.D. Hester, was able 
to get funding to catalogue the Beyer collection, 
but Beyer did not cooperate. Hester describes the 
collection as follows: 

“Beyer’s collections of neoliths, fossils, ceramic 
shards and whole pieces, tektites and library— 
which run in total to between a quarter and a half 
million items—are stored in trays (in some instances 
stacked nearly to the 15-foot ceiling) boxes and 
cases in the Museum and Institute of Ethnography 
and Archaeology on the second floor of the gov- 
emment-owned Watson building, a nearly fire-proof 
structure at 1668 Calle Aviles, S. Miguel District, 
Manila. I estimated that not over 15 percent of the 
collections, including none of the tektites, are cata- 
loged by piece. However, the lot numbers refer to 
the field notes which are well kept and show prov- 
enance, date of acquisition and usually the cost of 
the lot.” 

‘The Beyer papers are probably in the National 
Library of Australia, but where are the prehistoric 
artifacts? Much was dispersed after his death, but 1 
presume part of the collection is intact in UP and 
can be studied. If the War had not intervened, per- 
haps we would have a clearer picture of Philippine 
prehistory than we have now.

State of the nation’s 
population growth 


ONE aspect of the state of the nation that never receives enough attention 
in any State of the Nation Address (Sona), maybe because presidents 
know of its political perils, is the growth of our population. Yet any 
economist will tell you that it is one of the most important variables 
affecting both economic growth and society's capacity to improve the 
living conditions of the people, particularly the poor. In the context of a 
poor country like ours, 
a government that 
professes to make 
poverty reduction a 
primary goal cannot

For it is a problem. x 

Even though there are those who argue that the bigger problem is in- 
equality or the fatt that wealth and economic opportunities are not eq- 
uitably distributed, a rapidly growing population still poses a serious 
impediment to efforts to redistribute resources and curb poverty. This 
year our gross domestic product is expected to grow by a modest 2.6 
percent. Consider this against our population growth rate which stands 
at 2.3 percent, This means that any growth that we manage to achieve 
will only go toward supporting the needs of the additional population. 
‘The Macapagal administration will not admit it but with the slowdown 
in the global economy which is not likely to see a reversal until next 
year and the Philippines’ own domestic problems, the country is not 
likely to experience a recovery within the next three years. If we can 
manage no better than a 3-percent annual growth rate within that time, 
we are really treading a no-growth path with a diminished capacity to 
reduce poverty significantly. 

‘Those who would prefer to avoid looking at the population scenario 
would argue for better economic management and a more aggressive 
anti-poverty strategy as the solution to our economic development woes. 
But if we are looking toward not just making a recovery now but also 
sustaining a rate of growth that will allow real improvements in educa- 
tion, health and housing over time, something we have not seen in the 
last three decades, we need to support sound economic management 
and anti-poverty programs with a sensible population policy. 

Itis understandable that some sectors, including the Catholic Church, 
would be disturbed by any mention of a population policy. Itis true that 
many countries have gradually reduced their population growth over 
time as their economies developed. It is a known fact that the more 
developed countries tend to have very low population growth rates, 
mainly because of increased economic opportunities for women. So 
even without a deliberate population policy, growth rates eventually go 
down as a consequence of economic development. 

But this way of proceeding in reducing population growth may not 
be realistically available to the Philippines given a number of factors: 
the very slow economic growth at present and in the foreseeable future, 
the high population base that we already have, the high rate of deple- 
tion of our natural resources and the poor record of the state in enforc- 
ing redistributive measures, such as land reform, to expand economic 
opportunities for the benefit of the poor. While reducing population 
growth is imperative, it does not absolve government from the more 
critical task of regulating the exploitation of our natural resources and 
redistributing productive assets and economic opportunities. A popula- 
tion program cannot substitute for a thoroughgoing asset reform pro- 
gram. Managing population growth is not to satisfy the economic plan- 
ners but to improve the living standards of Filipino households, espe- 
cially the poor who rely most on government-provided services. Smaller 
families require less to support their requirements for food, clothing, 
shelter, health and education. With health and education better ensured, 
family members are likely to be more economically productive. 

So granting that we agree on the need to reduce population growth, 
what is a sensible population policy? The first step, it seems to me, is to 
allow a free and extensive public discussion on the issue. Let the differ- 
ent sectors recognize it as a problem, grapple with it and propose solu- 
tions. Let the best minds from the fields of economics, sociology, psy- 
chology, ethics, moral theology, medicine and the sciences enlighten us 
con the alternatives we have and the consequences of each alternative 
In this effort of educating ourselves on the issue, it is not only govern- 
ment which must be active in disseminating information but also pri- 
vate groups, NGOs and civic organizations including church-based ones. 

The second step is for the government to fashion a population pro- 
gram aimed at education and promoting access to family planning tech- 
nologies. In this approach, education, rather than the specific methods 
themselves, should be the main thrust. No one must be forced to adopt 
family planning or any particular method. But access should be pro- 
vided to those who opt to use them. When people are well informed, it 
is hoped that they will choose the method most appropriate to their 
personal circumstances and convictions. 

When Malthus first warned us of the catastrophic consequences of 
uncontrolled population growth, he failed to foresee the scientific and 
economic advances that would revolutionize production in the follow- 
ing centuries allowing humankind to forestall his dire predictions. But 
as we move into the 21st century, we find that the effects of population 
pressure are already being felt especially by the very poor who have no 
access to clean water, adequate food and safe shelter. To be sure, popu- 

a growth is not the only problem. But even as we try to rel 
our economic systems to make them more equitable and sustainable, 
we better find a way to also help ourselves take care of those who get 
bom into this planet.

A FOREIGNER asked me 
recently how it was possible that 
that the elite of this country could 
not see that it would be in their 
interest to part with at least some 
of their wealth to ease the gap 
between rich and poor. Surely, he 
said, they must realize the chasm 
between rich and poor in this 
country is awesome, which is the 
one thing that is roiling the 
‘magma in the social volcano, and 
constantly pushing it up its throat. 
‘Threatening to spit it out anytime. 

T said T could think of three 
reasons why the elite could not 
care less about the gap between 
rich and’ poor, and why they 
would find it unthinkable to part 
with even an iota of their wealth 
to prevent the social volcano 

- from exploding. 

The first is that it is never easy 
for people who are used to privi- 
lege to see what lies out there. 
Privilege is a formidable insula- 
tor. It is not easy to smell the 
smog or the stench of the pave- 
ment when you are sailing by 
potholed roads in an air-condi- 
tioned Mercedes-Benz. You 
know there's a rotten world out 
there, but you have no sense im- 
pressions to go with that abstract 
concept. The poor are not easy 
to see for most of us, even if they 
are all around us. It is even less 
so for the privileged few. 

Looking back, it seems almost 
impossible to believe how 
France's aristocratic class could 
not see an impending revolution 
in 1789. And France's condition 
at that time, incredibly enough, 
is not unlike the one we have in 
the country right now. The same 
spectacular divide between rich 
and poor is there, not least in 
Metro Manila. Somebody told 
me recently the population here 
can now reach up to 15 million, 
half of whom are squatters: that

is a veritable powder keg. That spec-

Enlight- 
ened self-interest is the hardest thing 
to see—it is often a contradiction in 
terms. The result in the case of 
Marie Antoinette et al. of course 
being that they parted with their 
heads instead, courtesy of M. 
Guillotine’s famous invention, 

‘The same is true on a global scale 
today. The same spectacular divide 
exists between a privileged few, 
which are the North countries, and 
deprived many, which are the South 
countries. You have one-fourth of 
the earth’s population using up 
three-fourths of the world’s wealth, 
you know you have a problem. That 
is a veritable powder keg. Yet none 
of the American and European 
banks can think to condone some of 
the loans they gave out to the poor- 
est of the poor. Famous personali- 
ties have joined the campaign for 
debt condonation, like Muhammad 
Ali and Sting, but so far, nothing. 
‘The repayment of those loans won't 
make the banks richer—they've 
‘more than gotten back their money 
in interest payments—but they 
won't let go. And yet they feel free 
to lecture others on the virtues of 


enlightened self-interest. 

‘The second reason is more unique 
to the Philippines, which is that the 
Filipino elite, quite unlike their other 
Asian counterparts, feel no great 
stake in their country. Other Asian 
elites invest in their country and re- 
solve to make the economy grow 
because thats the country they want 
to live in. Not so our elite. Their chil- 
dren study abroad and work abroad. 
‘They themselves buy houses abroad, 
invest abroad, and put their savings 
abroad. Notably in San Francisco, 
where they left their hearts in, or in 
other parts of the East and West 
Coast. It is not that they do not want 
to invest here, it is that they do not 
‘want to invest in this country’s fu- 
ture. They are ready to pull out any- 
time, having prepared for a life 
abroad, when things get rough. 

‘You have an attitude like that, 
you will not wish to part with an iota 
of your wealth to defuse an impend- 
ing explosion. On the contrary, you 
will want to hang on to every iota 
of your wealth, the better for you to 
start anew elsewhere. Though prob- 
ably exaggerated, our situation is not 
unlike that of Cuba before Fidel 
Castro and Che Guevarra drove the 
Cubanelite to Miami. At least in the 
sense of having a carpet-bagging 
and frivolous elite, with their huge 
suitcases all packed up and waiting 
to be delivered to the airport, at the 
first sign of gunfire. The country is 
not a permanent home, it is a tem- 
porary inconvenience. The only dif- 
ference in this comparison being 
that the possibility of a Castro and 
Guevarra taking over the country 
has become a most unlikely one. But 
“Edsa IIT” and its ensuing riots are 
writing on the wall. 

‘There is one last reason why the 
elite would not think to part with 
their wealth to prevent an explosion 
of the social volcano, though it is 
probably a derivative one. It is the 
belief that you can always “enlarge 


of the International Monetary 
Fund-World Bank prescriptions 
and the comerstone of the phi- 


losophy of what passes for “glo- « 


balization” today. I say what 
passes because it is globalization 
that compels capital and goods 
to freely cross borders but not 
people: immigration laws remain 
formidable barriers to labor 
‘movement. But that is another 
story. You are blinded by privi- 
lege and have an escape hatch 
abroad, it is so easy to beguile 
yourself into believing the pie 
can always be enlarged, which 
precludes the need for distribu- 
tive justice. You get a philosophi- 
cal justification for what you 
want to do in the first place, 
which is to hoard. 

What makes that philosophy 
carious is that the pie is never suf- 
ficiently enlarged. During good 
times, the poor stand last in the 
waiting line. The workers who are 
asking for higher wages and the 
farmers who are asking for cheaper 
inputs are told to wait because the 
pic is still too small to be cut up. 
During bad times, the poor stand 
first in the belt-tightening or aus- 
terity measures. That is so because 
to make the rich sacrifice as well 
would presumably be to close 
down factories and make people 
jobless. So when will the poor get 
their due? Only God and govern- 
ment know. And God has been 
known to don the robes ofthe elite 
in this country. 

Mayon has been spewing vio- 
ently over the last 10 years, 
which has pretty much wrecked 
its perfect cone. I don't know that 
the state of our Nature isn’t tell- 
ing us something about the state 
of our Society.

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CARP in landowners’ eyes 


IN THE DESIRE to be popular, 
government has continued to 
perpetuate a fantasy that is beyond 
its capacity to fulfill. Thûs, it has 
pledged a family-size farm to every 
landless farmer. Yet, it is aware that 
there is not enough land to fulfil that 
promise, 

Despite the magnitude of the area 
already covered by land reform, the 
remaining area is insufficient to 
complete the program, in light of the 
growing population. Our population 
growth rate at 2.3 percent per year 
or 1.3 million per annum, is the 
highest in the region and results in 
‘higher population density per area 
than China. Furthermore, the area 
already distributed far exceeds any 
other program worldwide without 
any assurance of success. The De- 
partment of Agrarian Reform claims 
to have distributed a total of 4.6 
million hectares out of our total ar- 
able lands of 8.5 million hectares, 
which is the biggest land reform 
program worldwide, Out of 33 
countries that have adopted agrar- 
ian reform, only three countries suc- 
ceeded and with much smaller ar- 
eas. These are Taiwan which cov- 
ered only 400,000 hectares; Korea, 
{600,000 hectares; and Japan, 1.9 
million hectares. Nonetheless, the 
DAR is poised to distribute an ad- 
ditional 1.4 million hectares of gov- 
ernment land, despite the uncer- 
tainty of success as well as the grow- 
ing concerns of non-payment of 
landowners, slow distribution and 
lack of support facilities. 

(On the other hand, landowners 
have been forced to assume the bur- 
den of the program that has taken 
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their land without payment for dis- 
tribution to beneficiaries who are not 
qualified. No less than the Supreme 
Court and the Court of Appeals have 
stated that the DAR has taken land 
without notice and payment of just 
compensation, illegally cancelled 
landowners’ titles and issued titles 
(TCT-EPs and CLOAS) to farmer 
beneficiaries, seasonal workers or 
landless residents who are not even’ 
farmers. In many instances, these so- 
called beneficiaries with DAR titles 
were not even in possession of the 
land and required governmental as- 
sistance to be installed in the land as 
against the landowner who still had 
title to it, resulting in violence. 
Ifthe program is to continue 
any faimess, the DAR should con- 
centrate on paying the landowners 
(more than two-thirds of whom are 
still unpaid due to the DAR's lack 
of funds) and distribute the avail- 
able 1.4 hectares of government 
land. Furthermore, government 
should carefully identify the genuine 
tenants and disregard fraudulent 
claimants who merely want land close 
to urban centers for resale at P1 mil- 
lion per hectare EDUARDO F.

WASHINGTON—Strong indications 
of possible imminent terrorist actions 
against the United States in the Ara- 
bian Peninsula were reported by the 
US Department of State. 

A senior official said Wednesday that 
‘Saudi Arabia and Kuwait were the focus 
of attention, but he could not rule out the 
other five countries on the peninsula, 

‘The warning followed a communi 
cations intercept, said the official, who 
asked not to be identified. 

‘The waming made no direct refer- 
ence to Osama bin Laden, the suspected 
Saudi terrorist believed to be living in 
Afghanistan, But the officia! noted that 
the new warning is a supplement—not 
a replacement—for a June 22 warming 
in which there was a specific reference 
to Bin Laden and the potential threat 
from extremist groups associated with 
him. 


s always, we take this informa- 
tion seriously,” the department said in 
Wednesday's public announcement.

“The Israeli government has pre- 
pared different plans and scenarios, 
beginning with assassinating Pales- 
tinian Authority leaders and ending 
with an incursion inte Palestinian 
Authority areas,” Abbas said, add- 
ing he was concerned the troop 
movements were a preliminary step 
toward one of the scenarios being 
carried out. 

Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat has 
denounced the buildup as a “very dan- 
‘gerous military escalation.” 

Israeli Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres flatly dismissed the prospect of 
an invasion saying “we don’t intend 
to re-conquer; so to speak, the territo- 
ries.” Palestinians control about 40 
percent of the West Bank and two- 
thirds of Gaza under interim peace 
accords. 

‘Avi Pazner, an Israeli government 
spokesperson, said the troop move- 
ments were intended as a “stop sign” 
for Arafat that will calm the situation 


fon the ground. “He has to issue a clear 
order to his people... . to stop his terror 
campaign against Israel,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the Israeli army and Pal- 
estinian security officials said Israeli 
soldiers yesterday entered a part of 
Hebron under full Palestinian control. 
Palestinian police opened fire and, af- 
ter a brief exchange, the soldiers with- 
drew. The Israeli army said the soldiers 
entered by mistake; one soldier was 
slightly injured, but returned to duty 
quickly. 

The army said three anti-tank 
grenades also were fired early 
Thursday at a military outpost near 
an Israeli settlement in the southern 
Gaza Strip. Soldiers did not return 
fire and there were no casualties, 
the army said. 

Ina telephone conversation Wednes- 
day with Russian Foreign Minister Igor 
Ivanov, Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon called for “international pres- 
sure on Arafat, speaking in a single 
voice against terror, denouncing terror 
unequivocally.” 

Speaking in Madrid, Spain, UN 


Middle East envoy Terje Roed-Larsen 
called for consolidation of a US-spon- 
sored ceasefire negotiated last month. 
‘Then, he said, plans to ease restrictions 
in Palestinian areas and restart pence 
talks could move forward. 

Roadblocks and travel restrictions 
creste grave hardships for many Pal- 
estinians. Workers are banned from 
Israel, idling more than 100,000 Pal- 
estinians and depriving their 
economy of one of its main sources 
of income. 

The Israeli troop reinforcements 
were announced late Tuesday night af- 
ter the first Palestinian mortar fire in 
the West Bank since the latest violence 
began on Sept. 28. Earlier in the da 
Israeli helicopters carried out a heli- 
copter gunship assassination strike on 
2 Bethlehem-area Hamas military wing 
lender, killing him and three other peo- 
ple. 

Usually troop movements are clas- 
sified. But the Israeli military, in an 
unusual move, leaked news of the 
buildup late Tuesday. Figures for addi- 
tional forces weren't released. AP 


Thousands join general strike 
over Argentina’s austerity plan 


BUENOS AIRES—Thousands of 
civil servants walked off the job 
shouting insults against a govem- 
ment austerity plan, the vanguard 
of thousands of disgruntled work- 
ers who vowed to force Argentina 
to a standstill Thursday with a 24- 
hour general strike. 

Even before the strike’s start, an 
estimated 3,900 state workers 
banged drums and chanted anti 
government slogans outside the 
president's offices in the capital. 
‘They were joined by elderly retirees 
opposed to government plans to cut 
wages and pensions to cope with a 
deep recession. 

Many poured out their wrath 
against President Fernando de la Rua 
and the architect of his latest plan, 
Economy Minister Domingo Cavallo, 
who only a decade ago was being 
lauded by many for rescuing the 
country from hyperinflation and so- 
cial chaos in the country’s last crisis. 

“De la Rua out!” some chanted, 
while others raised a crudely drawn 
poster of Cavallo dressed in a vam- 
pire’s outfit, suggesting he was 
draining the people dry through new 
taxes and spending cuts, shouting: 
“Cavallo, bloodsucker!™ 

Union workers have vowed to 


shut down commuter trains and 
buses, trash collection and state 
banks, public hospitals and public 
offices for 24 hours. Officials scram- 
bled to make contingency plans in 
this country of 36 million people. 

It was the biggest planned strike 
since hundreds of thousands of 
workers walked off the job Nov. 23 
over government belt-tightening. 

‘Hugo Moyano, head of the 2-mil- 
Jion-strong General Workers Confed- 
eration, said the political and eco- 
nomic leadership were bent on de- 
stroying Argentina and its workers. 

“We are going to fight to keep 
them from punishing us,” he said, 
adding that big economic interests 
like banks and newly privatized 
state industries should foot the 
bill—not the people. 

Argentina needs to pay off $130 
billion in public debt, and is mired 
in a third year of recession with 15 
percent unemployment. 

A crisis atmosphere has en- 
veloped the government since Ar- 
gentine stocks tumbled 12 per- 
Cent last week on worries about 
the country’s long-term solvency. 
Lenders at a routine treasury bill 
auction balked at lending fresh 
money to Argentina at anything 
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but double-digit interest rates. 

Shut off from fresh borrowing by 
the high rates, De la Rua and provin- 
cial governors have begun imposing 
unpopular austerity measures, includ- 
ing a 13-percent, across-the-board cut 
in all spending including state work- 
ers’ salaries and pensions. 

Cavallo went on television late 
Wednesday hailing the plan as the 
most important since he stabilized 
Argentina's devalued currency a 
decade ago by pegging the peso, 
one-to-one, to the dollar—known 
as the Convertibility Plan, 

“We are on the way to building 
a new mechanism that will benefit 
everyone,” said Cavallo, adding that 
the new austerity plan “will be as 
important an institution in Argen- 
tina as Convertibility.” 

Fourteen opposition Peronist 
governors have joined the presi- 
dent's ruling coalition in tepid sup- 
port of the plan, intended to bring 
public spending in line with expen- 
ditures within months. 

The austerity measures are 
backed by international lenders, in- 
cluding the International Monetary 
Fund, which has set terms for Ar- 
gentina’s continued access to $40 
billion in bailout credit. ‘AP 
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CHICAGO—They might not be faster than a 
speedy cable modem, or even able to leap a row 
of computer terminals in a single bound. But 
their mission does sound a little like a job for a 
superhero. 

‘They are the Teenangels, a growing team of 
young volunteers worldwide who—armed 
Intemet savvy and a little common sense—pro- 
tect their peers online. 

Their biggest goal is to teach young Web 
surfers how they can avoid criminals who prey 
on children by using e-mail, online chat rooms 
and even instant messages to contact them. 

‘Even if we got one more parent to not be 
afraid to let their child on the Internet—or saved 
one child from a predator, that would be good. 
But we're obviously going for a lot more than 
one,” says Brittany, a 17-year-old Teenangel 
who will be a senior this fall at an all-girls 
Catholic school in Demarest, New Jersey. 

‘That's where the first team of Teenangels got 
their start two years ago with the help of Parry 
Aftab, a New York lawyer who specializes in 
security and privacy law. 

Since 1995, Aftab’s organization—Cyber- 
angels.org—has trained thousands of adult vol- 
unteers to do everything from field questions 
about Web harassment to monitor chat rooms 
for inappropriate online advances. 

‘Adding youth as messengers “is a great way 
to teach kids who don’t listen to adults as much 
as they listen to other kids,” Aftab says. Be- 
sides, she adds, young people often know more 
about the Internet than adults. 

By year’s end, Aftab says there will be 
about 350 Teenangeis worldwide—from 
Mexico to India to Australia. New teams are 
being trained this summer in such cities as 
Houston, Washington, Los Angeles and San 
Jose, California. 

‘They leam about mistakes young people make 
when approached online by strangers (most of- 
ten, they are too trusting) and get updates on 
anti-predator laws from state police, the FBI 
and officials from the National Center for Miss- 
ing and Exploited Children. 

“The Teenangels then spread the messages at 


schools and on their website. They're also look- 
ing for funding to produce å video for distribu- 
tion at schools, libraries and video stores. 

“These aren't just techie, geeky kids," says William 
Desa, an FBI special agent in Newark, New Jersey, 
and Teenangel trainer who specializes in crimes 
against children. “These kids are smart, articulate 
role modets.” 

‘They are also cautious, illustrated by the fact that 
Brittany and the other Teenangels speak only on the 
condition that their last names not be used—informa- 
tion they'd like to keep out of the wrong hands. 

Indeed, stories of online youth harassment are 

‘Alexis, a 16-year-old Teenangel,on the New Jer- 
sey team, tells the story of a friend who was shocked 
to find her school photo posted on a website with her 
name, age and favorite sport. The culprit tumed out 
tobe a fellow student. 

‘And it can get much scarier. 

Katie, a 16-year-old from Houston who'll soon 
train to be a Teenangel, tells how—at age 12—she 
discovered that the supposed 16-year-old online “boy- 
friend” who persuaded her to send nude photos was 
actually a married man in-his 40s from Utah. 

He's now in jail. And Katie's using her story to 
alert children and teens to one of the basics of Internet 
safety: never give out personal information that could 
help lead someone you meet online to your doorstep. 

A survey conducted in May by Disney Online 
found that more than 90 percent of children who 
responded said they knew not to reveal their name, 
address and phone number to online strangers. 

But Teenangels say that’s not enough. They warn 
against even giving out seemingly harmless informa- 
tion—your sports team’s name or where you work— 
that could help a savvy predator find you. 

“You may think you know who you're talking to, 
but you really don’t," says Hector, a 16-year-old who's 
volunteered to join the Teenangel team at his San 
Jose high school. 

‘The Teenangels aren't the only young people 
who've taken on the cause. 

ighteen-year-old Taryn Pream, for example, cre- 
ated a safety brochure as a Girl Scout project after a 
fellow student at her school in Thief River Falls, 
Minnesota, sent her anonymous threatening e-mails 
and pomographic pictures. She also testified for a 
bill—now a new law—in her home state that makes 
online harassment a crime. 

Pream, who's spoken at more than 150 schools, says 
she's glad the Teenangels' ranks are growing because 
young people “need allthehelp weean get” AP. 


Online safety tips for teens 


HERE'S a selection of the Teenangels’ “Online 
Safety Tips For Teens:” 

Never give out the password to your Internet 
account. The person who controls the password 
controls everything. 

© Never give out information that will allow 
‘someone to find you offline. That includes your 
full name, address and telephone number—and 
even your school’s name, the teams you belong 
to anid where you work. You don’t have to give 
personal information just because someone else 
does. 

e Don’t incorporate your real name into your 


online screen name. And don’t choose one that 
is provocative (flirtatious, vulgar, etc.). 

‘e Never meet people you meet on the Internet 
in person. If you insist on breaking this rule, 
make sure you tell someone you trust whom 
you are meeting and any information you know 
‘about this person. Consider having your parents 
talk to the parents of the person you're meeting. 
Meet in a very public place and consider taking 
someone, preferably an adult, with you. 

If you think you're being harassed or stalked 
online, never reply to the harasser. Tell an adult 
and, if applicable, the police. AP

Seller of Marcos 
‘riches’ arrested 


CAGAYAN DE ORO CITY— 
Misamis Oriental policemen yes- 
terday arrested a tribesman who 
tried to sell thousands of tons of 
gold, platinum and diamonds al- 
Iegedly owned by the late Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos to foreign 
tourists. 

Jhonny Cortez, 41, president of 
the Mindanao Tribal Foundation, 
was arrested during a raid by the 
police on his residence in Barangay 
Aplaya, Jasaan town. 

Found in his possession were 
fake US dollars, Argentinean notes 
and a certificate detailing deposits 
in gold, diamond and platinum of 
the late President in the former Re- 
public of Yugoslavia, 

Supt. Francisco Tiqui Jr., chief of 
the PNP Criminal Investigation and 
Detection Group (CIDG) in North- 
em Mindanao, said Cortez had al- 
ready victimized a Japanese tourist 
shortly before his arrest. 

He said the unidentified Japa- 
nese tourist paid $30,000 last 
Wednesday for a bundle of fake 
Japanese currency notes allegedly 
peddled by Cortez. 

Tiqui said they also found other 
bogus documents in Cortez’s pos- 
session, including a certificate of 
agreement between the late Presi- 
dent Marcos and the Yugoslavian 
government which covers deposits 
of 1,000 metric tons of diamonds, 
10,000 metric tons of platinum and 


10,000 tons of gold in various banks 
in Yugoslavia since 1981. 

He said police also seized 25 
pieces of fake Argentinean certifi- 
cates worth $10 billion; one fake US 
Federal Reserve Bank certificate 
worth $25 million in gold; and a US 
Liberty Bond worth 800 million 
Deutsche Marks. 

“They (buyers) come to buy 
these things from me. I don’t know 
that they were fake,” Cortez said. 

He said he bought the fake cer- 
tificates by the bundles from his fel- 
low tribesmen who brought them 
down from the mountains. 

Tiqui told the Inquirer that Cortez 
would lure foreign tourists into buy- 
ing the fake certificates with stories 
of a US plane that went down in 
Mindanao while transporting cer- 
tificates of gold and money during 
World War I 

“It's a worn-out story told among 
treasure hunters but people are 
greedy. They always believe in these 
tales,” Tiqui said. 

Nestor Arenas, currency special- 
istof the Bangko Sentral ng Pil 
said syndicate members bake the 
fake certificates with ordinary mar- 
garine to make it look authentic. 

Cortez was the sixth person ar- 
rested in connection with fake cur- 
rency and gold certificates in 
‘Cagayan de Oro City in the past two 
years.

CABANATUAN CITY—Time 
may have healed the emotional 
and physical wounds caused by 
the effects of the July 16, 1990 
killer earthquake on residents of 
Nueva Ecija. 

From the ruins of the build- 
ings destroyed by the Intensity 
7.7 quake in the province, new 
and much stronger buildings 
have risen. 

But the mountain highway in 
Carranglan, Nueva Ecija, leading 
to Dalton Pass in Nueva Vizcaya, 
continues to bear the scars of the 
deadly quake 11 years ago. 

During rainy days, the stretch 
of highway from Barangay Puncan 
to Capintalan in Carranglan, is af- 
fected by mudslides coming from 
the mountains and by scouring 
caused by rampaging waters from 
the river. 

The highway has to be closed 
to traffic every time there is 
mudslide and scouring of the road- 
side. Not a few travelers had expe- 
rienced being stranded in this 
stretch ofthe highway for several 
hours as engineers from the De- 
partment of Public Works and 
Highways fix the area.

It took workers 
several days to clear the area. 

More than P52 million, which 
was part of the Philippine-Japan 
Highway Loan Fund, was spent 
to improve the roads, mountain- 
sides, riversides and the bridges 
in that area. 

But more funds are being used 
every year to clear the area of 
mudslides and the effects of 
scouring 

Officials of the DPWH in 
Nueva Ecija have asked for 
standby funds to be used every 
time mudslides affect the area as 
workers and equipment are moved 
to the area from their office in 
Talavera town. 

Observers also said a solu- 
tion to this perennial problem is 
to look for an alternative road 
that will not be as tough to pass 
through. 

Such an alternative route is in 
the Casecnan Dam area, a portion 
of which now boasts of a “very 
good road.” The Casecnan area 
can be reached through the town 
proper of Carranglan and can exit 
to the nearest town in Nueva 
Vizcaya. 

During the 1990 quake, 133 stu- 
dents and teachers were killed 
‘when the six-story building of the 
Christian College of the Philip- 
pines on Burgos Avenue here 
collapsed. 

A college dean died when the 
library of the Central Luzon State 
University in Muñoz town col- 
lapsed while 16 people died in San 
Jose City and in houses along the 
mountain highway.

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Gov’t health 
insurer probes 
24 hospitals

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO— The 
Philippine Health Insurance Corp. 
(PhilHealth) is investigating 24 hos- 
pitals in Central Luzon for alleged 
multiple claims, overpricing of medi- 
cines and surgical operations and 
other irregularities. 

“We're trying to find out if these 
hospitals earned something illegally 
(from PhilHealth’s medical program 
for the indigents),” Tito Mendiola, 
PhilHealth regional director, told re- 
porters here Tuesday. 

The hospitals in question com- 
prised 15 percent of the 160 accr 
ited government and private hospi- 
tals in Central Luzon, PhilHealth's 
biggest service region outside Metro 
Manila, 

‘Also being investigated are the 
alleged prescription of non-generic 
drugs and the erroneous reporting 
of the number of days patients are 
confined in hospitals. 

The corporation last year paid 
its accredited hospitals P575 mil- 
ion for the medical needs of some 
92,000 PhilHealth members in the 
region. 

Mendiola did not say how much 
money the hospitals under investi- 
gation had collected. He also de- 
clined to give the names of the hos- 
pitals or in what provinces these 
were based, saying the investiga- 
tion is in progress, 

He said there were no indications 
that these malpractices were ram- 
pant and if organized syndicates 
were behind these. 

‘According to him, the govern- 
ment-owned PhilHealth, which re- 
placed the MediCare, was pursuing 
the cases. 

‘The hospitals face closure, fines 
‘or suspension of accreditation if 
found liable for the irregularities, he 
said,

OLONGAPO CITY—While former base worker 
Ciriaco Manzano, a 48-year-old half-Aeta, was un- 
dergoing chemotherapy for maxillary cancer at the 
Philippine General Hospital last week, a two-year- 
old boy suffering from leukemia was rushed to a 
hospital in Olongapo due to excessive bleeding. 

Jaster Bemal of Barangay New Kalalake in Olongapo 
was diagnosed to have acute lymphocytic leukemia. 

The People's Task Force for Bases Cleanup has 
arranged for his transfer to the PGH over the week- 
end so that part of his treatment and hospital fees can 
be charged to the medical funds of Sen. Sergio Osmeña 
TIL Osmefia has given priority to suspected toxic 
waste victims in the coverage of his medical funds. 

Aside from Bernal, the PTFBC-Olongapo has 
recorded five children confirmed to be suffering from 
leukemia, while 10 others are undergoing medical 
tests and social investigation. 

The group also reported 20 other children with 
the following confirmed ailments: cerebral palsy, hy- 
rocephalus, birth deformities, lung problems, con- 
genital heart disease and skin disorder. 

‘A volunteer worker said these are mostly children 
of former base workers. 

Dr. Erlinda Gabriel, a volunteer doctor, has been

The group has been working on cases from 
Olongapo, Zambales and Bataan. 

Since last year, the PTFBC has stepped up the 
monitoring of leukemia and other health problems in 
Olongapo following the death last year of two leukemia 
victims, one of them a seven-year-old boy. 

The first victim, Rudy Geronimo, 18, died at the 
height of public outrage over the US military's toxic 
legacy. The outrage was triggered by the death of 
another leukemia victim from Pampanga, six-year- 
old Crizel Jane Valencia. 

PTFBC chair Myria Baldonado said while “we 
have not really (determined) if the chemicals and 
contaminants used in the former US military bases 
‘caused these health problems, what is clear is that a 
danger to public health exists.” 

‘The PTFBC, through its Lingap health program, 
has helped over a hundred children and adults with 
various health problems in communities near the 
former Clark Air Base in Pampanga. 

‘The predominant health problems were cancer, cen- 
tral nervous system disorders and birth deformities. 

Bemal was among 14 cancer-stricken children rec- 
‘ommended for medical and diagnostic evaluation last 
January under a program of the Department of Health 
for the study and treatment of afflicted children in 
‘communities near Clark and Subic.

Iloilo board OKs consultants

ILOILO CITY—The Iloilo provincial board has ap- 
proved the plan of Gov. Niel Tupas to hire 10 con- 
sultants whose functions duplicate those of other 
‘workers at the provincial government. 
Inaclosed-door session Tuesday the members ofthe 
provincial board reached a consensus to grant the request 
‘of Tupas to hire 10 consultants, two each in the field of 
agriculture, health, infrastructure, media and politics. 
‘Their decision will be formalized through a nominal 
voting on Monday, said Vice Gov. Roberto Armada. 
The board is expected to approve the hiring 
since only two—Ben Margarico and Romeo 
Palmares—of all the 13 board members who 
tended the closed-door meeting were lukewarm to 
the idea of employing consultants 
In a leuter to the board on July 11, Tupas justified 
the hiring of consultants by saying thal he needed 
“topnotch individuals” to identify measures to ad- 


dress poverty in the province. 

Margarico, who chairs the board's committee on 
health, said there was no need for a health consultant as 
the province's health programs are now in place. 

Palmares said the money to pay for the consultants 
could go to road repairs. 

‘The consultants" salaries, ranging from P16,000 to 
22,000 a month, would cost the province P13 mil 
Tion until December. 

‘Tupas declined to name his consultants but prom- 
ised to do so after members of the board approve his 
request for the appropriation of their salaries. The 
provincial treasurer had certified that funds are avail- 
able for the salaries of the consultants. 

Critics of the governor see the functions of the con- 
sultans as a duplication of the work of the provincial 
agriculturist, heath officer, provincial engineer and chief 
of the provincial government's information section. 

Also, each board member either chairs or isa mem- 
ber of similar committees that conduct visits and pub- 
Tic hearings in the towns.

ivorce is a sensitive issue in the 
Philippines ... because Filipino couples 
usually break up because of infideities. 
"This means they will seek and build nes 
families, That simply means more chi 
dren,” said Dante Evangelista, spokes- 
person of the Commission on Popula- 
tion (Popcom) in the Cordillera. 

But lest this becomes a new argu- 
ment against Biazon’s proposal, the

pines also shares a growing global parti- 
ality for smaller families,

"Perhaps this means (that) the Fili-

Manuel 
Ontega, which was lumped with other 
so-called “sin bills” like the abortion 
bill, said Letty Miana, a psychologist of 
the gender-rights group Ebgan Inc. 

She said the “sin bills” were immedi- 
ately scrapped because of opposition 
mainly coming from the Catholic 
Church, which continues to wield influ- 
cence in governance. 

Miana said government would also 
need to dig further into the reasons for 
marital break-ups. 

“If they dig into infidelities, they 
will go back to domestic violence. Usu- 
ally when infidelities are discovered, 
the partners tend to deal with different 
coping mechanisms. Either one partner 
will confront the unfaithful partner or 
ignore the infidelity. But in our (pro- 
fessional) experience, the infidelity al- 
ways blows up into violence. I don't 
mean just physical violence, but the 
emotional violence that really (neutral- 


izes) a relationship,” she said. 

“But violence is the real reason why 
‘gender rights groups have been pushing 
for a divorce bill. Biazon had been very 
clear about the rationale of his bill,” 
Miana said. 

Tn fact, according to Popcom, vio- 
Jence against Filipino women continues 
to escalate, with one out of 10 reporting 
being harmed physically by “someone 
close to him or her.” 

Cabotaje said the divorce bill has 
deeper resonance for Filipino adoles- 
cents, who represent the most influen- 
tial generation here today in terms of 
Filipino sexuality 

‘A Popcom report said: “The youth 
form the broad base of Philippine popu- 
lation. Here in the (Cordillera) region, 
38 percent belong to the 0 1o 14 age 
bracket. The productive age group of 
15-64 years make up 58 percent while 
the remaining 4 percent make up the 
elderly group. 

“About 1.8 million Filipino males 


and 70,000 females aged 15 to 24 are 
sexually active. In 1998, the median age 
at first sexual intercourse for women in 
the (Cordillera) was 20.7, a figure be- 
Jow the national median of 22.1 years, 
(But) about 5 million (out-of-school 
youths) have been vulnerable to teen- 
age pregnancy. 

“Eleven percent of female teenagers 
from rural areas are likely to become 
pregnant compared to only 5 percent in 
urban areas.” 

Cabotaje said this young generation 
“no longer listens to adults, whose (per- 
sonal value systems) no longer rely on 
role models (from the older genera- 
tions).” 

‘She said media and global cultures, 
play more substantial influence oi sexual 
lifestyles. Under these conditions, di- 
vorce can be a pivotal measure when 
taken from the context that 9 divorce 
law “legitimizes what is already 
practiced.” she said.

RESOLUTION NO. 4509 
WHEREAS, the Omnibus Election Code of the Philippines provides: 
SEC. 261. Prohibited Acts, - The following shall be guilty of an election 

offense: 


wx 0K xx 


(66) xx x (1) Any person who sells, tumishes, offers, buys, serves or 
takes intoxicating liquor on the days fixed by law for the registration of voters 
in the polling place or on the day before the election or on election day; 
Provided, that hotels and other establishments duly certified by the 
Department of Tourism as tourist oriented and habitually in the business of 
catering to foreign tourist may be exempted for justifiable reasons upon 
prior authority of the Commission: Provided, further, that foreign tourists 
{aking intoxicating liquor in said authorized hotels or establishments are 
exempted from the provisions of this sub-pararaph.”(undertning supplied) 

WHEREAS, violation of said prohibited act shall be punishable with 
imprisonment of not less than one year but not more than six years and shall 
not be subject to probation, and in addition, the guilty party shall suffer 
disqualification to hold public office and deprivation of the right of suffrage; 

NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to its powers vested in it by the Omnibus 
Election Code and other election laws, the Commission on Elections has 
RESOLVED to promulgate, as it hereby promulgates, the following rules: 

SECTION 1. Prohibited period, - On the day before the plebiscite, and on 
the day ofthe plebiscite August 14, 2001, it shall be unlawl for any person to 
sell turish, oler, buy, serve or ake intoxicating quor anywhere in the plebiscite 

SECTION 2. Exemption, - Hoteis and other establishments duly certified 
by the Department of Tourism as tourist-oriented and habitually in the business 
of catering to foreign tourists in the plebiscite areas, may be exempted from the 
liquor ban: Provided they secure prior writen authority from the action officer 
named in Sec. 3 hereot. 

Only foreign tourists taking intoxicating liquor in said authorized hotels or 
establishments are exempted from the prohibition. 

SECTION 3. Action Officer on requests/patitions/applications for 
‘exemption, - The Provincial Election Supervisors in the plebiscite areas are 
hereby designated as action officers who are empowered and delegated 1o act 
on requests petitions/applications for exemption trom the liquor ban. 

SECTION 4, Conditions for the grant of exemptions, - Exemption may 
be granted only upon compliance and submission ofthe following: 

(a) The request/pettion/application for exemption must be under oath and 
must contain a statement that the hotelestabishment operators/owners 
have not been convicted of an election offense; 

{0} Certification by he Department of Tourism stating that the requesting hotal 
or establishment is touristoriented and is habitually in the business of 
catering to foreign tourists; 

(e) Proof that said hotel or establishment is currently licensed to do business 
‘and has paid the required taxes and/or fees imposed by the government 
or any ofits agencies or instrumentals. 

SECTIONS. Revocation of exemption, - The exemption granted may be 
revoked or set aside by the Commission upon petition of any interested party 
‘on showing, among others, that the reason upon which the exemption was 
‘made does not exist or is nol justifiable, or thatthe requesting party or applicant 
has committed misrepresentation in the application, or introduced or submitted 
falsified documents. 

SECTION 6. Duty of the Provincial Election Supervisor, -The Provincial 
Election Supervisors shall submit to the Law Department a copy of all requests 
for exemption from the quor ban and their action therein within three days 
from the grant or denial of said requests. The Law Department shall review and 
submits findings tothe Commission whether the action of the Provincial Election 
‘Supervisor was in accordance with the guidelines under this Resolution. 

SECTION 7. Implementation of resolution, - The Philippine National 
Police, Armed Forces of the Philippines, National Bureau of Investigation, 
Regional Election Directors, Provincial Election Officers and the Plebiscite Law 
Enforcement Team, it any, which wil be fielded by the Commission in the 
plebiscite areas, shall implement this resolution. 

SECTION 8. Etfectivity, - This resolution shall take effect on the seventh 
day after its publication in two (2) daily newspapers ol general circulation in the 
Philippines. 

‘SECTION 9. Dissemination - The Education and information Deparment 
shall cause the immediate publication of this resolution in two (2) daily 
newspapers of general circulation and furnish copies to the Department of 
‘Tourism, Association of Hotels and Restaurants, the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, the Philippine National Police, the National Bureau of investigation, 
the Citizens Arm, Regional Election Directors, Provincial Election Supervisors 
and Election Officers in the mee areas.

House post 


CANDON CITY—Ilocos Sur Rep. 
Eric Singson said Pangasinan Rep. 
Jose de Venecia is not yet assured 
of bagging the House speakership 
despite reportedly mustering more 
than 100 congressmen to his side. 

“As of now, De Venecia has the 
edge but the situation is still vola- 
tile,” Singson, a member of the Lib- 
eral Party, said. 

Singson is a former close ally of 
De Venecia when De Venecia was 
Speaker during the 9th and 10th 
gress but he is now supporting 
Batanes Rep. Florencio Abad for the 
speakership of the 12th Congress. 

Singson claimed that many con- 
gressmen are still “undecided” on 
whom to vote for Speaker when the 
12th Congress opens on July 23. 

“Many congressmen are attend- 
ing both meetings being requested 
by De Venecia and Abad,” he said. 

He said at least 80 congressmen 
have committed to vote for Abad. 

Singson also said Abad is facing 
a dilemma in his bid for leadership of 
the House of Representatives. 

“If he loses, he would certainly be- 
come the House minority leader and it 
‘would mean breaking up the People 
Power Coalition,” Singson said. 

He said Abad would also be going 
against the civil society groups that are 
supporting him but who wanted him to 
remain with the administration 

Singson said they are now receiving 
“more serious offers” from the De 
Venecia camp for a possible compro- 
mise on the House leadership fight. 

De Venecia had said he was the ideal 
Speaker of the House because he could 
support the Macapagal administration's 
programs. 

He cited his role in backing up the 
‘economic policies of the Ramos admin- 
istration as one of the reasons that he 
deserved to be elected Speaker. 

‘But one thing going against him is the 
perception that he is a “trapo,” or a 
traditional politician. 

Critics of De Venecia said he should 
not be elected Speaker if the Macapagal 
administration was serious in adopting 
“new polities" as its policy in the House 
of Representatives. 

Under De Venecia's rule, the House 
was embroiled in one scandal after an- 
other, the biggest of which is the contro- 
versy over pork barrel funds. 

Should new politics prevail, De 
Venecia critics said Abad should be the 
ideal Speaker.

‘The source said the four senators 
would rather declare themselves in- 
dependent, which would lead to a 
breakup of the PPC. Of the 24 sena- 
tors, 12 belong to the PPC. 

“If he gets the pro-Estrada sena: 
tors, what would happen to new poli- 
tics (being espoused by the 
Macapagal administration?) Now 
that the elections are over, we will 
sleep with the enemy?” the source 
said. 

Tt was also leamed yesterday that 
President Macapagal-Arroyo, in a 
‘meeting at the Palace on Wednesday, 
asked the group of Arroyo, Villar, 
Pangilinan and Recto to support 
Drilon. 

“The President wants the new 
senators to prop him (Drilon) up. So 
that was a non-beneficial meeting,” 
another source said. 

Also rankling the new senators is 
that Drilon had reportedly “commit- 
ted” the finance committee to Sen. 
John Osmefia, a pro-Estrada tumed 
independent senator, and Senate 
president pro-tempore to Sen. Loren 
Legarda-Leviste of Lakas. 

The bloc of Arroyo, Villar, 
Pangilinan and Recto believe that 
such a powerful committee should be 
given to a PPC senator. 

‘The Arroyo bloc reportedly wants 
the posts of Senate president pro- 
tempore and the finance committee 
for themselves. 

Alienating neophytes 

The first source said Drilon could 
get elected through the votes of 12 
PPC members, including himself, if 
he had not alienated the four neo- 
phyte PPC senators. 

"The source said that the initial 
agreement among the PPC members 


was to get just one Senator from the 
opposition to have the majority of 13 
votes required to elect the Senate 
president. The source said that PPC 
senators had agreed to get the sena- 
tor from the opposition who is “the 
least controversial.” 
GMA to blame 

‘The source said the President was 
to blame should the PPC breaks up. 

“The intervention of the President 
will be the cause of a breakup. If she 
stuck to the June 30 agreement, this 
will not happen,” the source said. 

‘On June 30, the President sum- 
moned the four PPC contenders for 
the Senate presidency—Drilon, Ar- 
royo, Senators Rene Cayetano and 
Aquilino Pimentel, who was repre- 
sented by his daughter Gwen. 

During that meeting, she report- 
edly said that the 12 PPC senators 
should “agree among yourselves” 
‘who would be Senate president. 

“That is internal, just among the 
12. There was to be no crossing the 
lines (to get from the opposition),” 
the source said. 

‘To resolve the contest, the source 
said, a straw vote was to be con- 
ducted with the names of the four 
PPC aspirants to the Senate leader- 
ship. The two who had the least num- 
ber of votes would drop out and the 
top two would then decide who be- 
‘tween them should be the PPC can- 
didate. 

The source said the straw vote 
would have resulted in Arroyo and 
Cayetano becoming the top two be- 
cause each have four allies. The 
source said Drilon and Pimentel have 
“no following.” 

“H never reached that point,” the 
source said because Drilon “knew 
he had no chance and rejected the 


straw vote.” 

The source said there were talks 
between Drilon, Cayetano and Ar- 
royo to resolve the contest within the 
PPC.

As for the speakership fight, her 
spokesperson Rigoberto Tiglao said 
it “looks” like De Venecia would be

‘The President herself was set to 
grace a fellowship dinner last night 
at De Venecia’s Dasmariñas Village 
residence for the 228 elected mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives. 

Tiglao would not call it a “vic- 
tory party” of sorts for De Venecia, 
Lakas secretary general, to celebrate 
his anointing by the President. 

“A fellowship dinner means time 
to socialize, time to-meet every- 
body,” Tiglao said. 

Itmay as well be acelebration for 
PPC unity after Abad announced his 
withdrawal from the race for 
‘Speaker, paving the way for the over- 
whelming election of De Venecia 
when Congress opens on Monday. 

“Lam doing this without any con- 
cessions, conditions nor rancor,” the 
Batanes congressman told House re- 
porters in a hastily called press con- 
ference.

PILIPINAS Shell Petroleum 
Corp. cut the price of gasoline by 
20 centavos per liter and of die- 
sel and kerosene by 15 centavos 
per liter effective midnight last 
night. 

The oil firm, which led the 
price increases in July by 37 
centavos per liter, said in a state- 
ment the new prices were based 
on crude cost of $23.53 per bar- 
rel and an exchange rate of 


P53.15 to the dollar. 

However, Pilipinas Shell vice 
president Reynaldo Gamboa 
warned that “the pressures on 
crude prices and the peso-dollar 
exchange rates are still very 
real.” 

Gamboa noted that the com- 
ing winter months could influ- 
ence higher crude prices, as well 
as the current slide of the peso. 

The last time oil prices were 
slashed was on Jan, 9 by 60 
centavos per liter.

Previous studies linking obesity 
and death from heart disease and 
other major killers have missed the 
important influence of exercise, 
said Steven Blair, director of re- 
search at the Cooper Institute for 
Aerobics Research in Dallas. 

“There is a misdirected obses- 
sion with weight and weight loss. 
The focus is all wrong, it’s fitness 
that is the key,” he told colleagues 
at a meeting on Tuesday of the As- 
sociation for the Study of Obesity 
in London. 

But some experts cautioned that 
reaching an appropriate weight is 
still advisable in preventing other 
complications of obesity that are 
not believed to be related to fitness. 
These include cancer, arthritis and 

fertility. 

The ideal is still trim and fit, 
they said. 

Good news 

Still, Blair's study, which in- 
volved 25,000 middle aged men 
and about 8,000 women, is good 
news for fat people. 

“I think that’s good news for 
people who are overweight because 
it kind of gives them two options. 
You don’t have to lose weight. You 
can instead improve your fitness,” 
said Dr. Susan Jebb, director of the 
Human Nutrition Unit at Cambridge 
University in England. 

“However, the reality is that 
both of those are quite tough chal- 
lenges. The question is just how 
many people do manage the level 
of fitness that he is showing is ben- 
eficial?” Jebb said. 

According to Blair, about 50 
percent of the obese people in his 
studies were fit. It is unclear how 
that compares with the rate of fit- 
ness among obese people in the 
general population. 

The participants in his study 
were monitored for 10 years. Fit- 
ness was measured by a standard 
stress test: how long people could 
walk on a treadmill at increasing 
intensity before becoming ex- 
hausted. 

‘Those in the bottom 20 percent 
of the group were considered unfit. 

The findings were the same 


whether obesity was measured by 
a body mass index (weight in kilo- 
grams divided by height in meters 
squared) or by the percentage of 
body fat relative to muscle and 
bone. This means that the results 
were not due to heavy people sim- 
ply being well muscled, Blair said. 

People with a body mass index 

of 30 or more are considered obese. 
Daily walks 

Blair said 30 minutes of moder- 
ate walking every day, at 5 or 6 ki- 
Jometers an hour, would make most 
obese people fit. 

“To put yourself in our top fit- 
ness category you might walk more 
vigorously and add a couple of 
games of tennis during weekends,” 
he said. 

Some other fitness experts rec- 
‘ommend 60 minutes a day of exer- 
cise for health 

“I don’t mean it eliminates the 
risk of everything, but you can stay 
overweight and obese if you are fit 
and be just as healthy, in terms of 
mortality risk, as a lean fit person,” 
Blair said 

“When they talk about the 
health risks of obesity, they usually 
talk about heart disease, diabetes— 
the big killers,” he said. 

“We have also looked at disease 
rates, particularly diabetes. The 
phenomenon holds there too, that 
the obese individuals who are fit 
develop diabetes at about the same 
rate as the lean individuals who are 
unfit,” he said. 

People might still want to shed 
pounds for other reasons—so that 
they can fit more comfortably into 
an airline seat or to stop others 
from discriminating against them, 
Blair said. 

“I'm inclined to agree with that. 
I don’t think that carrying around 
a lot of fat, in itself, is necessarily 
detrimental because a number of 
large people are very vigorous,” 
said John E Blundell, chair of psy- 
chobiology at the University of 
Leeds in England. 

“Thin and active is probably the 
optimal because that way you are 
no longer a target of the culture, 
you don’t receive that psychologi- 
‘cal damage of being stigmatized,” 
he said.

CWS administrators, CWS cadets, 
non-CWS cadets, and community 
leaders belonging to the 41 ROTC.

of military training. 

Y Mandatory military education for 
college males opened its doors to 
community service in the form of 
CWS and Law Enforcement Service

tal awareness, and seminars on the 


peace process ROTC's Military 
Training Service (MTS) curriculum. 
‘The study found that 73 percent 
of CWS cadets, 48 percent of MTS 
and LES cadets, and 61 percent of 
‘community leaders perceive CWS as 
contributing to the community’: 
‘overall peace and development, cit- 
ing that CWS cadets reached out to 
the poor, bridged the gap between 
and government and community, 
and that their projects fostered unity 
among community members. 


Tt was also found out that 86 per- 
cent of community leaders saw CWS 
cadets as contributing to the 
community's welfare, actively in- 
creasing awareness about the 
community's problems which the 
cadets help alleviate. 

“That 83 percent of those en- 
rolled in MTS and LES involve them- 
selves in CWS activities is an indi- 
cation that ROTC is not just about 
sunshine, sandwiches, and soft 
drinks. Cadets can be mobilized in 


the spirit of service, solidarity, and 
social responsibility. They can ini- 
tiate a whole range of non-combat- 
ive projects, like solid waste man- 
agement seminars, tree-planting, 
blood donation, physical fitness ac- 
tivities like inter-fratemity rumbles, 
tutorials for public schoo! stu- 
dents—social entrepreneurship is 
endless,” says the study's re- 
searcher, Dr. Vivian A. Gonzales of 
the College of Public Affairs, U:

Booksellers sue 
Mayor Atienza

A GROUP of second-hand bookstore owners from 
the University Belt on CM Recto Avenue and 
Morayta Street has filed contempt charges against 
Mayor Lito Atienza and five other city officials 
for demolishing their stalls last week. 

‘The 27 petitioners, in their eight-page com- 
plaint dated July 17, said the demolition last Thurs- 
day was “arbitrary and whimsical” and done in 
disobedience of a lawful standing court order. 

They want the Manila regional trial court to 
issue a preliminary mandatory injunction to al- 
Jow them to retum to their place on Rector and 
Morayta, rebuild their stalls and vend their wares, 
considering that selling second-hand books was 
their only source of living. 

‘Aside from Atienza, others who were named 
respondents were Task Force Kaayusan head 
Rufino Bunsoy, Hawkers Permits Services chief 
Adlil Khan, city markets administrator Gonzalo 
Gonzales, Department of Public Services head 
Rafael Borromeo and Armando Andres of the city 
engineer's office. 

“The case was raffled yesterday morning to the 
Manila RTC Branch 42 under Judge Guillermo 
Purganan, who has set the first hearing on Tues- 


day next week. 

‘The petitioners said their second-hand book 
stalls were the real targets of the demolition be- 
cause those selling newspapers, magazines and 
other periodicals were spared. 

Their lawyer, Lysandro Sanchez Sr., earlier 
accused big-time book vendors of lobbying with 
the mayor's office for the demolition of the sec- 
‘ond-hand bookstalls, which were giving the large 
dealers stiff competition. 

‘The vendors said they were denied due process 
as they were neither wamed nor given time to vol- 
untary remove their stalls on Recto and Morayta. 

In their complaint, the vendors referred to a 
July 1, 1993 decision by the Manila RTC Branch 
36 Judge Wilfredo Reyes. 

The judge declared that the petitioners were 
“legally entitled” to sell and display their sec- 
‘ond-hand books and other printed or reading 
materials, as long as they pay the required fees 
and get the necessary permits from City Hall. 

But Atienza said the demolition was meant to 
“liberate the sidewalks” of Manila from encroach- 
ers. Khan, in his two letters to the vendors, can- 
celed their permits “in the interest of public ser- 
vice and for the benefit of the pedestrian espe- 
cially the students.

No details yet on Cosmos bid

‘THE BANGKO Sentral ng Pilipinas decided 
yesterday to keep its key overnight interest rates 
‘unchanged despite the peso’s fall to a fresh six- 
month low one day earlier. 

“No reason to adjust interest rates,” BSP 
Deputy Govemor Amando Tetangco said after 
the bank’s weekly Monetary Board meeting. 

‘The peso, which dropped to 54.335 to the 
dollar on Wednesday, its first time below 54 
since Jan. 19, opened at 53.65 on Thursday. Just 
before the midday break, it was quoted at 53.30 
to the dollar. 

Bangko Sentral Governor Rafael Buena- 
ventura has repeatedly said interest rates would 
not be adjusted to arrest the peso's fall since the 
slide was due to regional weakness and 
Argentina's debt crisis, in addition to anemic 
‘economic growth, worries about the budget defi- 
cit and the ongoing hostage crisis in the South. 

Buenaventura said: “The weakness of the 
peso is not interest rate related . . . people are 
not shifting to dollars because our interest rates 
are too low or that the spread between the peso 
and the dollar rates are too narrow.” 

“Of course if the (budget) deficit is not con- 
tained then there is a danger that interest rates 
would go up.” 

“At the same time if the exchange rate remains 
at these high levels eventually it will have an 
impact on our inflation and it could put pressure 
again on our interest rates . . . but raising inter- 
est rates to defend the peso is clearly not an op- 
tion at this time,” he added. 

‘Analysts have said the central bank leamed 
its lesson back in October 2000 when raising 
interest rates by four percentage points did not

Since December, the central bank has eased 
rates by six percentage points but has kept them 
on hold since a half-point cut on May 18. The

‘On Wednesday, Economic Planning Secre- 
tary Dante Canlas told a media forum that he 
did not expect the peso to fall to the 55-60 level 
as forecast by some fund managers, and saw 
the currency settling around 50 to 51 toward 
the end of 2001. Reuters

COMPETITION in the corporate 
world is not only reflected in the 
profit and loss statement at the end 
of every year but also in the design 
and quality of their 
giveaways to clients, 
‘customers and busi- 
ness partners, 

‘The pharmaceuti-

aheavy user of corporate giveaways, 
as the tight pen, magnet, memo pad 
or bag can attract paying customers.

‘Ad-Cubes sales supervisor Ruben 
Tagan tells the INQUIRER there re- 
mains a lot of opportunities in the 
business for small and medium en- 
terprises who want to break in, but 
they have to come up 
with something new 
to get market away 
from the existing 
firms. 

“You cannot offer 
the same thing to the same company 
every year. You have to continue in- 
novating and doing something new. 
‘The good thing about this business 
is that you don’t need a lot of capital 
to start with,” Hagan says.

“The key to doing well in this 
business is to be in good terms with 
your clients. I believe that this is a 
relationship business, and you 
should try to build trust,” Nocom 
says, 

Nocom says Dinsmor started pro- 
ducing magnets since 1996 and busi- 
ness has been good despite the eco- 
nomic difficulties, but of course it 
could be better. 

“There is still so much room for 
us to grow,” Nocom says. 

It is quite a challenge, however, 
to increase revenues these days as 
corporations have become much 
more budget conscious. Quality 
Sometimes has to make way for cost. 

Fem Lumberio of Filipinas Alfa 
Co. Inc. says many corporations 
have even cut their budgets, mak- 
ing it difficult for companies sell- 
ing big-ticket corporate giveaways 
to meet sales targets. 

“These days companies are con- 
scious about their budget, not about 
the quality of the giveaway itself.

economic difficulties,” Nocom ex- 
plains, 

Ramon Sicat, president of Xian In- 
ternational Corp., adds that some cor- 
porations have reduced the quantity of 
the orders as they are now more se- 
lective in the people they give the 
gifts to. 

Corporations, he says, usually have 
three categories of corporate give- 
aways. There is the high-end gifs for 
executives that are worth at least P200, 
going up to as much as P1,000. 

‘The medium-range items cost be- 
tween PS0 and P150 while the items 
for mass distribution cost from P10 to 
P40 each 

“These have always been the prices 
that we work with, Since companies 
don’t have too much contro! on the 
price, they cut on costs by reducing the 
quantity,” Sicat explains. 

He, however, says that itis still pos- 
sible to increase sales despite these dif- 
ficulties by making your carporate 
giveaways stand out, combining good 
price with quality items.

‘THE VAT system, among others, was introduced 
in order to simplify the collection of sales tax. 
‘The sellers act as tax collectors while the con- 
sumers bear the burden of paying the VAT. As 
tax collectors, the sellers are primarily and le- 
gally liable to pay the tax, 

VAT is a tax on consumption imposed on the 
sale of goods and services in 
the Philippines as well as on 
imports of goods into the Phil- 
ippines. An important charac- 
teristic of the “VAT” is that the tax is applied 
only to the value added by the seller over its pur- 
chases of goods or services. 

‘The tax credit method is usually used as a 
method of collecting VAT. In this method, each 
person registered or required to register for VAT 
purposes is liable for VAT on its taxable sales of 
‘goods or services (output tax), but is allowed a 


credit OF deduction for the VAT paid on its pur 


chases of goods and services, including the VAT 
paid on purchases of capital equipment (input tax). 

If at the end of any taxable quarter, the out- 
put tax exceeds the input tax, the excess shall be 
paid by the VAT-registered person. On the other 
hand, if the input tax exceeds the output tax, the 
VAT-registered person may either (1) carry over 
the excess input tax to the succeeding taxable 
quarters and deduct the same against its output 
tax liability for such taxable quarters or (2) claim 
the refund or the issuance of a tax credit certifi- 
cate for the said excess input tax. 

‘The following are the categories of input taxes 
that may be credited against or deducted from 
the output tax, namely: 

1. Input tax credit arises from purchases of goods 
and services from other VAT-registered person in- 
‘cluding purchases of goods or supply of services 
that are otherwise exempt from VAT but the seller 
issued a VAT invoice or receipt therefor. 

2. Presumptive input tax credit equivalent to 
1.5 percent of the gross value in money of pur- 
chases of primary agricultural products to be used 
by persons in the processing of sardines, mack- 
erel, milk, refined sugar and cooking oil. 

3. Presumptive input tax credit equivalent 
to 1.5 percent of the contract price allowed for 
public work contractors with respect to gov- 
ernment contracts only in lieu of actual input 
taxes therefrom. 


4. Transitional input tax credit may be claimed 
by persons who become liable to VAT for the 
first time; they represent input tax on invento- 
ries existing on the date of commencement of a 
person's status as a taxable person. 

5. VAT on importation of goods. 

While the option to carry over excess input 
taxes to succeeding quarters as credit against 
‘output tax from said quarters is always available, 
the option to seek the refund or issuance of a tax 

credit certificate for excess in- 
put taxes is available only if said 
excess input taxes are attribut- 
able to: 

aà. Zero-rated or effectively zero-rated sales 
of goods or services; 

b. The acquisition of capital goods; 

c. Purchase of land used in VAT taxable business, 

d. Cancellation of VAT registration due to re- 
tirement, change or cessation of status as a VAT- 
registered person. 

e. VAT paid on imported or locally purchased 
capital goods. 

Claims for refund 

Claims for refund or tax credit of excess i 
put VAT under Revenue Regulations 7-95 shall 
be filed with the appropriate revenue district of- 
fice having jurisdiction over the principal place 
of business of the taxpayer. The application shall 
be made within two years after the close of the 
taxable quarter when the sales were made or af- 
ter the date of the retirement, change or cessa- 
tion of status of the business. The regulation fur- 
ther provides that in proper cases, the commis- 
sioner shall grant a tax credit or refund for the 
input taxes applied for within 120 days from the 
date of submission of complete documents in 
support of the application. 

T no action on the claim for tax credit/refund 
is taken by the commissioner after the 120-day 
period from the date of the submission of the 
application but before the lapse of the two-year 
period from the date of the filing of the VAT 
return for the taxable quarter, appeal may be 
made to the Court of Tax Appeals. However, in 
case of full or partial denial of the claim for tax 
ccreditrefund, the taxpayer may appeal the inac- 
tion or denial of the claim to the Court of Tax 
Appeals within 30 days from receipt of such de- 
nial; otherwise the decision will become final.

THE LATE Diana Vreeland was the ultimate 
purveyor of style for the 20th century. 

She single-handedly revolutionized Vogue 
with her “give them what they never knew they 
wanted” philosophy. She was responsible later 

for dozens of exhibits 
at the Metropolitan 
Museum’s Costume 
Institute. 

Vreeland was eccentric, to say the least, as 
her autobiography “DV” clearly shows. Pub- 
lished in 1984 and reissued in 1997, “DV” is the 
bible of anyone remotely into fashion. It gives a 
glimpse of the world of a woman everyone re- 
ferred to as “the high priestess of style” and is 
filled with her trademark aphorisms, 


“I can't imagine being bored with red—it 
would be like becoming bored with the person 
you love... the best red is to copy the color of a 
child’s cap in any Renaissance portrait.” she 
said. Think of the 1957 Audrey Hepbum movie 
“Funny Face.” Kay Thompson's “think pink!" 
character was a caricature of Diana Vreeland. 

“DV” is unlike any other autobiography. It 
jumps from one continent to another, from one 
event to the'next. It does not bore with facts but 
mesmerizes with glories. Stories about kings 
and queens, marvelous jewels, amazing places, 
almost like Sheherezade’s tales. Filled with ad- 
Jectives like divine and fabulous, the book gives 
the impression that nothing ugly ever touched 
this woman's life. 

Been there 

She gives new meaning to the words “been 
there, done that.” She claimed to have seen the 
Duke of Windsor’s bathroom and to have been 
there the night Aly Khan met Rita Hayworth. 
‘She personally knew Coco Chanel, and she met 
Diaghilev, Nijinksy and Josephine Baker (“her 
eyes were the softest brown velvet...

She hinted that she was responsible for po- 
pularizing the thong sandal as fashionable foot- 
‘wear as well as the quick-drying nail polish that 
made Revlon. Fact or fiction, she was asked. 
Her answer? “Faction.” She admitted, “I exag- 
gerate always. And, of course, I'm terrible on 
facts. But a good story... some of the details... 
are in the imagination. I don’t call this lying. 
Her vivid imagination is part of the allure of 
her autobiography. Her nonchalance in talking 
bout her privileged life makes “DV” read like 
“Eloise” for adults, It is to be read during bedtime 
and over and over again until the pages fall out. 
Vreeland was an original, a marvelous woman. 
She had the gumption to develop her own taste 
and style and stand by them no matter what. Her 
Why Don't You column was a popular sounding 
board for some of her absurd ideas.

Reading “DV” is like visiting your most ex- 
citing friend and listening to her intimate rumi- 
nations, such as her remarks on people like Cole 
Porter and Jackie Kennedy. The whole book is 
like an alternate history of Western civilization 
in the 20th century. She lived, after all, through 
two world wars, the prohibition, the stock mar- 
ket crash of '29 and through the ‘50s, °60s and 
"70s. (She died in 1989.) 

She had the best way of describing the aura 
of a place at a specific time, For instance, she 
wrote that in Antibes, right after the war, every- 
one was singing “La Vie en Rose” till the wee 
hours of the morning. Imagine postwar France 
and voices echoing through cobble stoned streets. 
Wow! 

What the book lacks, though, are pictures. 
Though her words are colorful enough to fill 
your mind's eye, the page of paltry, grainy black- 
and-white photographs offered is not enough. 
By the end of the book, you simply want to see 
every detail of what made this woman who she 
‘was, any insight into her fascinating mind, To 
this day there is no one quite like her, which 
may be why true individual style seems to be 
dying, She suggested that part of the reason she 
was fired from Vogue was because the magazine 
wanted to be more commercial. 

But Vreeland has left her mark. She will not 
be forgotten just yet. “DV” may sound like the 
ranting of a deluded old woman on the surface, 
but if you let the book sink in, you will discover 
the amazing depth behind her candor. “In my 
end is my beginning,” said the fashion doyenne 
of the last century. Nothing could be truer.

If 
extra-terrestrials dug up the earth 2,000 years 
from now, they'd see a planetful of antiaging 
and firming cream bottles. To look young and 
younger became a global obsession (no thanks 
to the fashion pages and style glossies, one of 
which yours truly edits) 

In short, in the past years, fashion has been 
spaghetti-strapped to death, From day to evening 
‘wear, it's spaghetti straps—the all-around symbol 
of juvenile body. Even wedding gowns are spa- 
ghetti-strapped (and some ninangs actually dare 
to spaghetti-strap their orange-peel arms). 

Lack of imagination 

Retail out there has ceased to be imaginative or 
versatile—you see one store (spaghetti straps), 
you've seen the others.

HE SPOTLIGHT is finally on

From a mar- 
keting viewpoint, the store saw the sal- 
ability of associating a brand with a 
name. To customers, a person and her 
qualities breathe life into a piece of 


garment. 

On July 26, Rustan’s is relaunching Luna by 
Pia Regala-Hebron at the Shangri-La Makati. 

Rustan's labels have their own identities. Cri- 
selda carries the trademark big flowers and 
ruffles. Due by Rhett Eala is fashion-forward 
and the sizes are smaller. Luna is known for its 
understated elegance. 

Regala-Hebron studied art history and fine 
arts at the University of the Philippines. In 
Florence, she took up fashion design, and 
dabbled in such courses as costumes, fabrica- 
tion, pattemmaking and illustration. On her 
return, she applied at Rustan's in 1993. 

At that time the ladies wear department was 
filled with consignors. There wasn't a house 
label that catered to the consumer's need for 
casual wear. Regala-Hebron’s first break was 
designing for Caravan, a weekend wear label. 
Fresh from school, she had bright ideas about 
developing casual clothes for the young market. 
The line consisted of separates, rendered in 
different colors and prints. At that time, stirrup 
pants were the bestsellers aside from the peren- 
nial stretch twill and denim pants. Weekend

clothes and sundresses, easy-fitting clothes 
were popular. 
Origins 

Luna was born out of the ballroom dance 
craze. Regala-Hebron handled the merchan- 
dising. When Luna's first designer, Victoria 
Pimentel, chucked in her fashion design career 
for restaurant, Regala-Hebron changed the look. 
From frou-frou dresses, billowy skirts, lace and 
standard red, cream and black colors, she stream- 
lined the look and used sofier fabrics, such as 
silk chiffon and georgette. Women snapped up 
the spaghetti strapped dresses that grazed 
around the ankles and shawls. 

Luna has not exactly attracted the ballroom 
dance crowd. Rather it has catered to women 
who attend weddings, cocktails and proms. 
There are short formals for daytime weddings 
and baptisms. The store does special orders for 
clients like making clothes of the same style in 
different sizes for secondary sponsors. 

Regala-Hebron makes a collection based on 
the available fabrics. She transforms fabrics for 
daytime such as linen into a dressier affair with a 
few embellishments. She favors silk dupioni for

Customers appreciate Luna because the 
clothes are investment pieces that can stay in 
their wardrobe year after year. Some of the 
clothes can be matched with an evening wrap. 

Rustan's has exclusive suppliers that make the 
clothes. Some specialize in beadwork and embroi- 
dery. Because the label has different suppliers, 
quality control can be quite challenging, yet Luna 
has always enjoyed reliability as a label. 

As a designer, Regala-Hebron’s challenge is 
to keep the clothes fresh so as to offer something 
new without getting too boring. “You have to 

t something that's classic, but looks dif- 
she says. 

There's also the dilemma of sourcing fabrics. 
There's not enough local supply to meet the 
garment manufacturer's demands. Designers 
have to get their materials from overseas. 


Biggest challenge 

For her show, her biggest challenge is drapery. 

“You need a body form. This is more special h's 
not just cut and sew.” she says. The fabrics, such as 
silks, silk chiffons and georgettes, are sourced from 
india, She uses stretch velvets and taffetas for black 
tie affairs 

‘The show will feature cocktail clothes, in green 
tones instead of the usual black palette, and soft 
fliny dresses. The designer will play on textures

body first. Fashion adventure begins with slash- 
ing off those calories. It's always a trade-off. 

‘But retail is another game altogether. There’s a 
market out there which is neither aerobicized nor 
Gwyneth Paltrow-young. A market that likes to 
think it’s on its way to being an Audrey Hepbum, 
but is stuck in the Elizabeth Taylor limbo. And it 
can’t stand more spaghetti straps. And don’t dare 
get into those Issey Miyake pleats either—even if 
You can afford it. Miyake’s architectural line is not 
for Filipinas with short legs, short torso and big 
hips. You'd look like you’ ve been cemented in a 
drum. (No political offense meant.) 

This market is waiting to be wooed. When our 
Working Mom magazine had fashion spreads for 
the “plus-size” women, we got not just letters—we 
got emotional letters profuse with gratitude. “It's 
really very thoughtful of you,” wrote one mother 
from Dipolog City. “It's very hard for us to find 
clothes that are comfortable and yet fashionable.” 

Tt was as if, for once, there was a glossy that 
finally discovered that “us biggie moms with 
mature bodies” existed. 

‘A colleague in Inquirer (of course, you know 
it’s not the waif-bodied Marge) agreed: “Noth- 
ing to buy out there. I want clothes that wil fit me 
but will not make me look matrona.” 

OF course not. Women can be fashionable 
without looking “matrona,” or without being 
stuck in the bundled-up corporate blazers or free- 
size T-shins, 


‘Think beyond spaghetti straps 

What we need is a breed of fashion merchan- 
disers who know how to source RTW lines that 
are fashion-forward but hide the body flaws. It's 
high time today's retailers or merchandisers looked 
beyond spaghetti straps into lines of variety—in 
silhouette, colors and fabrics. They only have to 
hhone their sense of sophistication and eye for 
balance and proportion. 

‘A haute couture designer notes, “Today's 
merchandisers are so focused on the bottom line 
that they have forgotten to sharpen their sophis- 
ticated eye.” 


the materials more 
so. Fabrics are invented as if by the hour, thanks 
to technology. The array of rayon, linen, cotton, 
silk blends is incredible; the technology for stretch 
is advancing so fast that there has to be a way to 
accommodate every body shape. (I thought there 
were only the pear and apple shapes until I read 
Tina Juan's column this week.) 

The styles can also be figure-friendly. The 
blousons are back, and so are the bell, dolman or 
extended sleeves. Dropped waist should be a 
good ally. Ruffles can also be used to flatter the 
body, as well as bias on the skirt. (The Romantic 
Jook is the vogue, remember.) Bows on the 
blouses or knotted or ruff collars are also back. 
‘You don't have to be stranded in the camisole 
line meant for the Kate Mosses of our species. 

‘And don't forget the range of separates and 
fashion accents. If you're dying to get into a halter 
but don’t have the trim shoulders for it, wear your 
halter with a shrug ora flimsy bolero; you don’t have 
toget stuck with your shaw! in this heat. If you want 
to wear a bandeau or a tank top but are insecure 
about your bodice, put on a light cardigan over it. 

Versatile shirtdress 

A welcome come-back for me is the shi 
dress—it doesn’t interfere with my “Bill Blass” 
(*bilbil.” where have you been”). Accent it with 
a belt—one that is either super-thin or with a big 
decorative buckle, or a chain. (Of course, you 
wear it loose. We're hiding something, remem- 
ber.) Chain belts are back in a big way so it’s time 
to dig up yours from the Chanel °80s. 

Then, there is the shift that will never go out 
of vogue. If you're tired of it and want to add a 
twist—wear it with good tailored pants (of the 
same color, we want lean height, don’t forget). 
This way, when you want to wear pants, you're 
not limited to the corporate blazer as top. 

Floral fashion remains the big thing. Itcomes in 
romantic flimsy silks and chiffons. So you don’t 
want your healthy apparatus to show through, 
and feel your endowed bodice has no right to go 
bright colors. Well, you can, and still go see- 
through to boot. Just use a chemise in solid color— 
a shade coordinated with your floral print—so 
you achieve an inner-trim effect. (Sorry, we can’t 
repackage you into a Donatella Versace just yet.)

Color. This is where 
the adventure lies in to- 
day's fashion. UK Vogue 
intelligently noted that 
color has lost the radical- 
ism of the psychedelic 
60s and has migrated to 
high fashion as a sign of 
luxury. Reds, blues, 
purples, browns in every 
imaginable shade. Either 
solid, or mixing the hues 
to produce a graduated 
palate—like “brey” 
which combines brown 
and grey. 

Before there was only 
the Prada gray or black. 
Today, Helmut Lang has 
12 shades—12, take 
note—of black just for 
jeans. 

‘And never have there 
been so many shades of 
‘white—from oatmeal to 
eggshell white to 
creamy white. White is 
for today’s night, for 
people who got sick and 
tired of wearing black 
eveningwear. (Black is 
again back for night 
though.) 

Black-and-white to- 
gether is the new black. 
(it's still hot in New 
York retail, from Gap 
to Calvin Klein.) That’s 
what mostly everybody 
is wearing. Even if you 
think you're fat, go 
ahead, just coordinate 
and accessorize well 
As Cesar Gaupo told 
me, in the end it's a mat- 
ter of attitude.

So refreshing is the 
resurgence of camel and 
tan, not just for clothes 
but also for bags. 

‘Then there's fatigue. 
Don’t count this out yet. 
Comme des Garçons. 
uses fatigue as accent— 
as bins, as hem or waist 
trimming—it’s even 
mixed with polka dots 
sometimes for those 
away-from-the body sil- 
houettes that can really 
hide the bulge. 

Now why an I sud- 
denly taking up the cause 
of the size-8-and-up 
women?

unduly sacrificing more than what we bar- 
gain for. If you consider the last time you 
ate a decent meal, which was around 8 last 
night, then your body must really be starved. 
If you woke up at 9 a.m., for example, you 
haven't eaten anything for 13 hours, And if 
you eat your first meal of the day at 12 
hoon, then your “fasting” would have lasted 
16 hours, That’s quite too long for your 
body to take, considering that between meals 
(between lunch and merienda and dinner) 

there is a gap of only four or five hours 

‘Your brain and muscles need an energy 
boost in the moming when you wake up. 
Heading off to school or work on an empty 
stomach is like a car running on an empty 
fuel tank, You simply won't have enough 
energy to keep up with the others. 

So, simply said, breakfast is important; 
probably the most important meal of the 
day. But what is the best meal for break- 
fast? It’s good to eat a variety of foods for 
breakfast, just like the way we eat during 
lunch or dinner. 

We may have a hot or cold breakfast. 
We may get our food from the can, from 
the farm, or from the box. We may prefer 
cereals with milk, or hotcakes with lots of 
syrup. Or eat bacon and fried rice and fol- 
low it down with a glass of OJ. It doesn't 
matter, By eating different breakfast foods, 
you'll get the nutrients you need, and liter- 
ally “break the fast” to last you until lunch.

The toddler age: a time 
of changing needs 


TODDLERHOOD is a time of discovery. This 
stage is one of endless activity and of chang- 
ing diets. By the end of the first year, children 
are eating solid foods. But what you may not 
realize is that it may take a few more months 
before they will eat the variety and quantity 
of food needed to meet all their dietary needs. 
And what you need to realize is that toddlers 
are still far from being grown up. They are 
not yet fully developed physically. They re- 
ally are still babies. 

Many parents use cow's milk as a way to 
add nutrients or to “supplement” solid food. 
Unfortunately, recent studies suggest that 
this type of diet may not give children of 
this age the balanced nutrition they need for 
normal growth. Toddlers need something 
more than cow’s milk to help meet their 

Toddlers need iron, vitamin C, and other nu- 
trients that cow’s milk does not provide. Because 
children’s physical and mental development is 
so rapid at this age, their need for iron is greatly 
increased. Unfortunately, solid foods and cow’s 
milk can be low in iron. In fact, the use of cow's 
milk has been linked with iron deficiency and 
‘anemia. Not only is cow's milk a poor source of 
iron, but the body poorly absorbs the iron it 
does contain. Iron deficiency early in childhood 
can lead to long-term effects on mental devel- 
‘opment that may be irreversible. 

The right amount and balance of fat and 
fatty acids are important to children's health. 
It is recommended that parents begin reduc- 
ing the daily fat intake of children over two 
years old to 30 percent of their total diet. To 
improve fat digestability and to provide for 
essential fatty acids, it is important that the 
milk you give your child does not contain 
butterfat that is found in cow's milk for proper 
growth and development. 

‘Toddlers still have baby teeth and their bones 
are still young. Calcium is one mineral that 
children need for proper bone growth. Research 
shows that children need to have the right amount 
of calcium in their diet to lessen the risk of 
accidental bone fractures later in life. However, 
the excessive amount of protein in cow's milk 
` S lowers blood calcium levels, causing the body

ing. For children 1 to 6 years old, and 
school children, it is best to consult a 
medical doctor, a nutritionist-dietitian 
or a health worker to determine the 
ideal body weight. 

‘So how can we ensure the normal 
growth of our children? The key is 
still in eating a variety of foods every 
day. To have a nutritious and well- 
balanced diet every day, it is best to 
choose foods from the different food 
groups; namely, energy-giving foods, 
body-building foods and body-regu- 
lating foods or what we know as Go, 
Grow, Glow foods. 

Rice, com, root crops, bread and 
bakery products, cooking oil, butter,

margarine and other fats and sugars 
are examples of Go foods. The main 
nutrients in these foods are carbohy- 
drates. Carbohydrates and fats are 
chief sources of energy needed for 
work and play. Body-building foods 
or Grow foods, on the other hand, are 
rich in protein and minerals needed 
for growth and repair of body tissues. 
Protein also gives energy, but it is 
more important as a body-building nu- 
trient. Meat, fish, poultry, eggs, milk 
and milk products, nuts and dried 
beans are examples of Grow foods. 
Meanwhile, body-regulating or Glow 
foods include fruits and vegetables 
which are high in vitamins A and C, 
iron, and fiber. 

For mothers who have underweight 
children, here are some tips to help 
improve their nutritional status: 

* Serve a glass of milk every day 


to meet protein, calcium and B-vi- 
tamin needs; 

* Serve a good breakfast each 
day. The breakfast meal can be 
any combination of Go, Grow, 
and Glow foods. Generally, a 
good breakfast provides 1/4 to 1/ 

3 of the recommended daily allow- 
ance (RDA) for calories and at least 
M4 of protein. 

+ Serve nutritious meals and snacks 
such as monggo and milk,

Snacks, 
however, should not reduce the 
appetite of the child for regular 
meal times. 

+ Encourage children to exercise 
lightly to stimulate their appetite and 
promote sound sleep. 

Meanwhile, for mothers with over- 
weight children, here are also some 
helpful tips. 

* Avoid giving fatty foods. 

* Give lean meat, fish, and poultry 
without skin more frequently. 

* Give carbohydrate foods which 
provide fiber like bread, cereals and 
Toot crops. Avoid concentrated sweets, 
rich pastries, and desserts. 

+ Give more fruits and vegetables. 

+ Encourage children to take up a 
hobby and exercise regularly. 

Remember, an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure. So, 
do not hesitate to bring your child 
to the nearest health center or doc- 
tor for a regular check-up and 
growth monitoring. 


Consume fish, lean meat, poultry or dried beans 


‘THE FOOD consumption survey 
conducted by the Food and Nutrition 
Research Institute of the Department 
of Science and Technology showed 
that the average Filipino diet con- 
sists mainly of plant-based foods. In 
fact, almost % of the food we eat 
comes from plants. 

We can improve the Filipino diet 
by increasing our consumption of 
animal products or substitutes. In- 
cluding fish, lean meat, poultry or 
dried beans in the daily meals will 
not only enhance the protein quality 
of the diet but also supply highly 
absorbable iron, preformed vitamin 
A and zinc. Fish, lean meat, poultry 
without skin and dried beans are low 
in saturated fats. Fatty meats, in con- 
trast, have been linked to heart 
disease due to its high content of 
saturated fats. 

Specifically, meat, fish, poultry 
and eggs are excellent sources of 
high-quality protein since they con-

The theme focuses on 
the continued promotion and dissemi- 
nation of the 10 Nutritional 
Guidelines for Filipinos (NGF). The 
theme seeks to reinforce into the 
people’s consciousness the impor- 
tance of the NGF and subsequently, 
influence desired behaviors for good 
nutrition. It also calls on each one to 
help spread the NGF messages. 

What are nutritional guidelines? 

Nutritional Guidelines are primary 
recommendations to promote good 
health through proper nutrition. They 
are simple statements that give ad- 
vice on the consumption of foods and 
food components for which there are 
public health concerns. Such concems 
include the prevalence of malnutri 
tion and specific nutritional 
deficiencies, the lack of balance in 
the intake of nutrients, the decreasing 
practice of breast-feeding, the increas- 
ing incidence of diet-related chronic 
degenerative diseases, the increasing 
practice of unhealthy lifestyles, and 
the consumption of unsafe foods. 

What are the goal and objectives 
of the Nutritional Guidelines for 
Filipinos? 

The goal of the NGF is the im- 
provement of the nutritional status, 
productivity and quality of life of the 


tain all the essential amino ac- 
ids for building body proteins. 
These foods are important for 
growth and development of 
children and the maintenance of 
body tissues in adults. 

On the other hand, dried beans, 
legumes and nuts are excellent al- 
ternatives for animal foods. 
While they contain proteins of 
lower biological value than 
animal foods, the total protein 
value of such foods when con- 
sumed with cereal proteins such 
as those found in rice, approximates 
that of meats. More importantly, they 
also cost less. Legumes have also 
the additional nutritional benefit of 
being low in fat and high in fiber. 
Dried beans, legumes and nuts are 
also good sources of iron and B- 
complex vitamins. About 14 cup of 
cooked monggo may be substituted 
for a serving of fish or meat. Soy- 
bean products like tokwa, tofu and

The NGF aims to: a) increase the 
food and dietary energy intake of the 
average Filipino; b) prevent nutritional 
deficiency diseases and nutrition-re- 
lated chronic degenerative diseases; 
c) promote a healthy well-balanced 
diet; and d) promote food safety. 


Nutritional Guidelines 
for Filipinos 

1. Eat a variety of foods every 
day. No single food provides all the 
nutrients the body needs. Choosing 
different kinds of foods from all food 
groups is the first step to obtain a 
well-balanced diet. This will help 
correct the common practice of con- 
fining food choice to a few kinds of 
food, resulting in an imbalanced diet. 

2. Breastfeed infants exclusively 
from birth to 4 to 6 months, and then, 
‘give appropriate foods while continu- 
ing breastfeeding. This practice 
ensures a complete dnd safe food for 
the newborn and the growing infant 
besides imparting the other benefits 
of breastfeeding. It also advocates the 
giving of appropriate complementary 
food in addition to breastmilk once 
the infant is ready for solid foods at 
about six months. 

3. Maintain children’s normal 
growth through proper diet and 
monitor their growth regularly. This 
gives advice on proper feeding of 
children. It. also promotes regular 
weighing to monitor the growth of 
children, as it is a simple way to 
assess nutritional status. 

4. Consume fish, lean meat, poul- 
try or dried beans. Including fish, lean 
meat, poultry or dried beans in the 
regular diet will provide good quality 
protein and dietary energy, as well as 


vegemeat are also good substitutes 
to animal protein foods. 

To get the quality proteins that 
your body needs, make sure to in- 
‘clude fish, meat, and poultry in your 
diet daily and consume egg at least 
three times a week. Remember, it 
only takes about 1 % to 2 servings 
(a serving is about a matchbox size) 
of meat or fish or poultry or a half- 
cup of dried beans daily. 
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iron and zinc—key nutrients lacking 
in the diet of Filipinos as a whole. 

5. Eat more vegetables, fruits and 
root crops. Eating more vegetables, 
fruits and root crops will supply the 
much-needed vitamins, minerals and 
dietary fiber that are deficient in our 
diet. In addition, they provide defense 
against chronic degenerative diseases. 

6. Eat foods cooked in edible/cook- 
ing oil in your daily meals. Including 
foods cooked in edible oils will pro- 
vide additional dietary energy as a 
partial remedy to caloric deficiency 
Of the average Filipino. 

7. Consume milk, milk products 
and other calcium-rich foods, such 
as small fish and dark green, leafy 
vegetables every day. Including milk 
and other calcium-rich foods in the 
diet will serve to supply not only 
calcium for healthy bones but to pro- 
vide high quality protein and other 
nutrients for growth. 

8. Use iodized salt, but avoid ex- 
cessive intake of salty foods. This 
promotes the use of iodized salt to 
prevent iodine deficiency, which is a 
major cause of mental retardation and 
physical underdevelopment in the 
country, The guideline also warns 
against excessive intake of salty foods 
to prevent hypertension, particularly 
among high-risk individuals. 

9. Eat clean and safe foods. This is 
intended to prevent food-bome dis- 
eases. It explains the various sources 
of contamination of our food and 
simple ways to prevent its occurrence. 

10. Fora healthy lifestyle and good 
nutrition, exercise regularly, do not 
smoke and avoid drinking alcoholic 
beverages. Promotes healthy lifestyle 
through regular exercise, abstinence 
from smoking, and avoiding alcohol 
consumption. If alcohol is consumed, 
it must be done in moderation.

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WHEN it comes to wildlife conservation, the 
Philippines is not a lost cause, says Anabelle E. 
Plantilla, executive director of Haribon 
Foundation. Haribon is an organization that grew 
from a bird-watching society to a group with 
strong focus on bird conservation. “We are not 2 
Tost cause,” she explains, “because we have 117 
pockets of hope.” 

The 117 pockets she 
refers to are the 117 Im- 
portant Bird Areas (IBAs) that 
have been identified through hands- 
on research and field studies con- 
ducted throughout the Philippines. 


now compiled in a book just off /” 

the press, “Key Conservation “ Sites 
in the Philippines” by Neil Aldrin Mallari, 
Blas Tabaranza Jr. (both of Haribon) and 
Michael J. Crosby, of Birdlife Inema- 
tional’s Asia Division, published by Book- 
mark. 

With the information in the book, environ- 
mentalists eager to contribute to conservation ef- 
forts or researchers and students following up on 
individual birds, can be more focused. Facts and 
figures will inform them where specific wildlife 
can be found and in what state whether endan- 
gered or in near extinction, 

Through the efforts of Haribon Foundation, 
and its parner in conservation, Birdlife Inter- 
national, major supporters of the field studies, 
the authors have found that “there are more large 
tracts of high-quality forest than [were] recog- 
nized just a few years ago, and that many species 
of birds and other organisms are more resilient to 
the effects of logging and forest fragmentation” 
than was first thought. 

‘Aside from its usefulness as a conservation 
reference, the book's information has global 
implications as the Philippines is regarded 
by all major international conservation or- 
ganizations as one of the high- 
est priorities in the world for 
conservation concem. We 
have enormous biological (/ 
diversity, extraordinary lev- 
els of endemism, but also a 
high rate of deforestation and habi- 
tat destruction. Studies reveal that 
with “realistic and attainabie manage- 
ment programs,” we may yet see the 
survival of threatened species, 

The book is heavy, both in weight 
and substance. Lawrence R. Heanly of 
the Chicago Field Museum, who writes 
the introduction, calls the data “among the most 
important information to date on the state of the 
environment in the Philippines.” It took the au- 
thors six years to write, during which they traveled 
throughout the archipelago, reaching places very 
few have been to, even facing danger at times. Nor 
is the present information the end of the story. 
Updating and monitoring existing data is part of 
the Haribon-Birdlife Intemational commitment. 

‘The IBA project in the Philippines incidentally, 
began in 1996 with funding from the UK's Darwin 
Initiative for the Survival of Species. 

‘The 117 IBAs cover the country from Batanes, 
Palawan (which is dotted with IBA markings on 
the map), down to Tawi-Tawi, Sibuto and 
Tumindao Islands in the Celebes Sea. Sometimes 
an entire island is marked as IBA. 

Tn the course of their field studies, authors 
Mallar, Tabaranza and Crosby established that the 
dominant habit of Philippine IBAs is the forest, and 
that for its size, the Philippines supports a 
“remarkable number of globally threatened species.” 

IBAs are categorized in different ways. One is 
according to their distribution in Endemic Bird 
‘Areas (EBA) and Secondary Areas (SA) in which 
case they are classified as Globally Threatened
